heritance tax attorney, acting for Attorney 
General Stead, County Judge Lewis Rinaker 
appointed J. Scott Matthews to appraise the 
estate under the provisions of the new in- 
héritance tax law, effective July 1. 

The appointment was made on Sept. 10, 
but the fact was suppressed until yesterday 
to give the appraiser opportunity to make a 
full schedule of the railroad man’s estate so 
that the share to which the Illinois law may 
apply could be ascertained. Mr. Matthews 
gaid this schedule will arrive here this morn- 
ing. 

A general estimate of the wealth left by 
the magnate has been placed at $150,000,000. 
Illinois, therefore, if its efforts succeed, will 
be the medium through which the country 
will learn the detail of the Herriman hold- 


_ | ings. 


Although Mr. Harriman died a nonresident 
of this state this fact, according to Mr. Lin- 
coln, will not prevent the taxation of a large 
part of his estate. 


Entire List Must Be Submitted. 

The appraiser necessarily must require that 
a list of the entire estate be submitted to him 
in order to determine what ts taxable. 

„The new law,” said Attorney Lincoln, ts 
comprehensive and stringent in its terms, 
and it is expected that the state will profit 
largely by estates of the Harriman kind. The 
rate of taxation under the new law is 2 per 
cent in such estates. This is higher than 
the rate in New York and may possibly mean 
the collection of the largest inheritance tax 
ever levied in Llinoils.” . 

In his petition to Judge Rinaker Mr. Lin- 
coln specifically avers that the holdings of 
the Harriman estate in the Illinois Central 
and the Chicago and Alton roads are sub- 
ject to taxation. He also thinks the tax can 
be levied on the shares of stock owned by 
Harriman in a number of less important rail~ 
road properties doing business in Illinois.

Musicians of the city see in the announce- 
ments that tv of the foremost sopranos of 
the world-are to sing here the same night 
an open declars tion of war between forces 
that are known to have been secretly opposed 
for some time.

WORE BLUE? THAT IS POINT. 


Writers Argue Question of Officer’s 
Pre.«nee in March. 


Gen. Frederick Dent Grant became the cen- 
ter yesterday of a campaign of broad attack 
and enthusiastic defense. 

A formal criticism of his course as an offi- 
cer of the United States army in marching at 
the head of Saturday’s temperance parade 
hardly was on its way to the secretary of war 
before an equally direct commendation was 
put in the mails, also directed to Secretary 
Dickinson. 

Meantime Gen. Grant, without knowledge 
that he was the subject of a dispute bound 
from its nature to interest every section of 

the country, peacefully went on his way asa 
‘celebrant of New York's Hudson-Fulton tete 
ceremonies. 


Michaelis Heads Attack. 
Walter R. Michaels, a member of the ex- 


for Local Self-Government—as a private 
citizen, however, he explains—addressed the 
critical communication to the secretary of 
war, and in it demanded to know by what 
right the general headed such a parade in 
the full panoply of war.

It is claimed by Col. James Hamilton 
Lewis that he has pgocured a stack of am- 
davite which purport to prove that Frank 
had been collecting tribute from the less 
fortunate of his section for the last fourteen 
years. 1 

While the McCann attorneys were engaged

Zutta formerly condticted one of 
the saloons which found it convenient to 
curry favor with the powers, and, like the 
others, swore that he had been paying Frank

The original charges filed against Holland, 
Nicholas J. Martin, and W. J. Rayburn for 
alleged jury tampering were dismissed by 
Judge Baldwin on motion of the state. The 
proceeding was formal and means nothing, 
because the men have been regularly indicted 
and no preliminary hearing is longer neces- 
sary. The indictments at this time were for 
the purpose of saving Mr. Wayman from re- 
vealing his evidence. 


Holland’s Letter to Board. 


Holland's letter to the county board reads, 
in part, as follows:

R. Dawson Harling Tells Chicago Traffic 
Club Great Waterway At- 
tracted Merchandise.

Strong arguments for the deep waterway 
to the gulf were afforded yesterday by R.

SHIPPY WILLING 10 TESTIFY 


Former Chief of Police Denies 
Knowledge of Protected Vice. 


THINKS M’CANN IS HONEST. 


Expects to Return toChicago as Soon 
as Health Will Permit. 


George M. Shippy, former general super- 
intendent of police, declared in an interview 
at Carlsbad, Bohemia, yesterday that he is 
ready to return to Chicago to testify before 
the grand jury, or to face any possible 
dictment as soon as his health will permit. 

He denied insinuations made by Inspector 
McCann on the witness stand that an order 
ever had gone from the chief office during 
his régime containing instructions that vi- 
clous resorts should be permitted to exist in 
the west side district. 

Commending the work of Inspector Mc- 
Cann as a police officer, he denied any 
knowledge of the selling of protection, or of 
anything smacking of the nature of bribery 
in the west side district. He said he always 
considered Inspector McCann honest and 
efficient, and was unwilling to believe him 
guilty of the charges upon which he was con- 
victed. 


Ordered to Germany by Doctors. 

1 want to return to Chicago as soon as 
my health will permit,“ said the former chief. 
There are a number of reasons why I am 
not only willing but ‘anxious to return. As 
soon as my condition permits I expect to 
return, anyway. 

I can tell more definitely about the possi- 
bility of return when I have had another 
consultation with my physicians.

Plan Outlined in Report. 

The report of the subcommittee, composed 
of Ald.

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URGES A BROADER RELIGION 


H. H. Saunderson Says Children 
Need More Liberal Teaching. 


HIRSCH TAKES SAME VIEW. 
Unitarians Open Conference with 
Prominent Leaders Present. 


The educational and religious needs of the 


a generation of Americans was the 


theme of an address delivered yesterday by 
the Rev. H. H. Saunderson of Cambridge, 
Mass., at the opening session of the national 
conference of Unitarian and other Christian 
churches. 

The new generation of Americans is com- 
ing into such wealth as no individual ever 
inherited in ages, he said, and each child 
of this republic needs the education of a4 
prince to make him capable of handling his 
heritage adequately. The moral problem in- 
volved makes the necessity for new moral 
and religious education.“ 

The statements were made with reference 
to the thesis that the only adequate religion 
for today is a liberal one, and this, in fact, was 
the underlying thought of almost every 
speech made at the conference. 

Dr. Saunderson spoké on the religious 
bringing up of the young and said the moral 
problem involved in thie task was for those 
doing it to realize the time in which we live

given way to community interests, and every 
invention changes the problem of right and 
wrong.“ he said,

Fear the “Black Hand.” 


Fear of the threats of the Black Hand has 
already prevented the appearance of a por- 
tion of Creatore's band under the leadership 
of Sig. Valenro at the Congress café, ac- 
cording to Manager Lewinschn, who asserts 
that two Italians have told him that Philip- 
pini’s leader, J. Guzardy, will never play in 
his café. , 

The injunction suit was filed by B. L. 
Hanks, who claims to be manager of Philip- 
pini's band. It is alleged Guzardy and Charles 
Fedello went to Philippini's apartments and 
forced him at the point of a revolver to per- 
mit them to use hig name in order to make 
a contract with Lewinsohn to appear Oct. 3. 

“Fedello came to me and represented to 
me that he had a contract to manage Philip- 
pini’s band for five years,“ said Lewinsohn 
last night. I drew a contract with him for 
Philippini to sign. I have the contract duly 
signed. 


Question of Managers.

He 
declared the bandmaster or his assistant, 
Guzardy, would never appear in my place.

CAUGHT IN MCA RAIDS. 


Jurists See Wholesale ‘Immunity 
Baths’ in Putting Off Trials 
Sixty Days. 


Municipal court judges, continuing an in- 
vestigation to determine whether or not basis 
in sound fact existed for the attack on the 
city courts by the Cook county grand jury, 
yesterday unearthed a condition of affairs 


_which places direct responsibility for failure 


of prosecution in scores of cases at the door 
of the state’s attorney. 

No less than sixty cases, arrests in conneéc- 
tion with which were made in the latter part 
of July, have been continued twice in the 
Municipal courts on stipulations signed by 


the state’s attorney and one other lawyer 


claiming to represent all the defendants. 

This has been done against the protest of 
the court, and in one instance, where a de- 
fendant pleaded for an immediate trial and 
was granted it, the state refused to intro- 
duce evidence and the case was nollie prossed. 

Discovery of what is characterized as an 
unheard of wholesale immunity bath for the 
purpose of carrying out the state’s designs 
was brought to the attention of the municipal 
jurists and acted as an incentive to the in- 
vestigation counted upon to reveal still more 
startling disclosures.:

The report which reached Chief Justice 
Olson and his associate judges concerns 
arrests made in the latter part of July in 
connection with the McCann raids.” About 
seventy men and women were placed in 
custody on charges of keeping disorderly 
houses. ‘They were gathered in from both 
west side and south side levee districts and 
arraigned for preliminary hearings before 
Judge John R. Newcomer, then sitting in 
Harrison street court. Why the prisoners 
on this charge were brought to Harrison 
street instead of to the Desplaines station, 


— 4 as customary, has not been explained. 


The cases were set thirty days ahead for 
hearing. When placed on the calendar 
Judge William N. Gemmill was on the 
bench. When called a stipulation was en- 
tered, signed by State's Attorney Wayman 
and Attorney John Tyrell, representing all 
of the defendants, agreeing to a postpone- 
ment, and the representatives of the state 
asked that it be granted. Although no par- 
ticular reasons were advanced, Judge Gem- 
mill granted the continuance for another 
thirty days. 

In the early part of this month these sixty- 
odd cases came up again. This time the 
Same appeal was made for a continuance, 
Judge Gemmill demurred, asserting that the 
state should be prepared for the trial of at 
least a portion of the cases. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Schram insisted that the 
cases be postponed again, 


Say Cases May Never Be Tried. 

Backing this request a man representing 

himself to be from the office of Attorney 
Tyrell declared that the latter was out of the 
city and could not try the cases. They will be 
called again the first week im October. 
It was pointed out that the wholesale num- 
ber of arrests could have n for no other 
purpose than to aid the state in securing wit- 
nesses against McCann, ä 

It was openly intimated that it is not the 
intention of the state ever to prosecute any or 
these cases. Among them are the charges 
against the Frank brothers, Heitler, Flum- 
mer, and Shatz. 

These wholesale arrests without prose- 
cution look too much as if they embodied a 
threat at the time the arrest was made that 
the man arrested could look for prosecution 
in case he failed to recall evidence which 
might aid the state’s case, said a Municipal 
court judge. A check can be easily kept 
upon that matter by watching the outcome ot 
the cases. If it develops that those who did 
not testify against McCann are prosecuted, 
while those who did testify against Nim are 
not, a situation will be revealed demanding 
immediate attention.“

Text of President’s Speech. 

Part of the president's speech follows: 
“I am going to take up today the subject

'- « 167,000,000 Forest Acres Reserved. 
The national forests, as reserved by 
executive order, contain about 167,000,000 
“pcres of land in the United States proper. 
All of this land is under the direct control 
pt the forestry bureau and is being preserved 
= from fire and from other destruction and is 
~~ being treated in accordance with the best 
es 11 methods ot treating forests under the 
Super vision of Mr. Pinchot, the chief forester, 
250 the head ot the bureau of forestry in the 
department of agriculture.

the arid and semi-arid lands, mamigented in 
the reclamation act, has been carried out 
| most Pe A by the bureau charged with its 
execution. I had the honor the other day in 
CMorado of opening the most ambitibus of 
these projects—at least the most ‘difficult of 
them—the Gunnison tunnel, which is to 
bring water into a valley in Colorado known 
as the Uncompahgre valley, with some 150,- 
000 acres, and to put it in a condition to grow 
4 fruit and cereals. 

“The reclamation act provides for the ex- 
penditures of funds made up by the sale of 
public lands and reimbursed from time to 
time by the installmént to be paid by the set- 
tlers who take up the irrigated land, and also 
provides that no part of a project is to be con- 
tracted for and begun until the money for the 
completion of that part of the project con- 
tracted for shall be in the reclamation fund. 

Now, it appears that it will take 510.000. 
000 or more, which is not availabie in tne 
reclamation fund at present, fully to com- 
plete the projects, and it also appears that a 
great number of persons by reason of the be- 
ginning of the projects have been ied into 
making settlements, the expenditure of time 
and labor, with the hope and upon the re- 
ance that such reclamation enterprises would 
be carried through in a reasonabie time. 

“I think it wise to apply to congress for 
relief by urging the passage of an enabling 
act which shall permit the secretary of the 
interior to issue bonds in the sum of $10,00U,- 
000 or more to complete all the projects. 
Those bonds should be redeemed from the 
money paid into the reclamation funds after 
the completion of the projects. 

“From conversation with senators who 
had visited much of the reclamation work I 
infer that such appeal seems to them to be the 
easiest way out of the difficulty, and I shall 
take pleasure in recommending the passage 
of such a remedial measure by the next con- 
gress. 


Wants the Payments Prompt. 


“One subject that is now being agitated 
in some quarters calls for notice. Payment 
for irrigated lands is required in ten annual 
installments. Suggestions are now being 
made that these should be lengthened into a 
longer term. I sincerely hope that congress 
will not Hsten to such appeals. It may be 
well to make the first three or four install- 
ments nominal, but after that time the in- 
stallments should be large enough to pay the 
total amount due upon which no interest 
le calculated in ten years. Any other course 
will encourage lack of thrift and industry 
and greatly embarrass the extension and con- 
tinuance of irrigation. 

When the government became posseseed 
of its public domain and took measures to 
gain its settlement by the passage of the 
homestead and other acts, the chief object of 
congress seemed to be to aid development by 
inducing people to settle on public lands and 
acquire it for themselves. Seemingly no 
thought of conserving the resources which 
were thus opened to private acquisition oc- 
curred to congress. Its generosity to the 
Pacific railroads in offering the public lands 
in such extensive grants to them is an in- 
stance of the spirit which actuated congress 
thirty and forty and fifty years ago. 

“Iam not criticising congress in the slignt- 
est for this policy. It certainly was neces- 
sary to make extensive grants to secure the 
construction of a railroad which should unite 
the Pacific coast with the Atlantic coast and 
bring clearer to the eastern seaboard the far 
distant regions of this country. 1 merely 
refer to it in a historical way to explain the 
character of the statutes now upon the stat- 
ute books with reference to the sale and dis- 
position of public lands. 


Better Classification Needed. 


Never until now has adequate provision 
been made for a classification of lands to 
show distinctly what are mineral lands and 
what are agricultural lands. The truth is 
that the needs of the country have developed 
so and the demand also has much increased 
that in order to secure a sensible businesslike 
disposition of the land remaining in the pub- 
lic domain there must be an authoritative 
classification of lands by the proper bureau. 

“ With respect to forest lands owned by 
the public, they should be surveyed and held 
by the government, under the regulation of 
the /forestry bureau, permitting a sale of 
such timber as shall be necessary in the 
proper forest preservation. 

to water power sites, there has been 
such a change in conditions that a special 
provision should be made in the interest of 
raed public for their transfer to private con- 
trol. 

“We have reached a time now when the 
importance of these water power sites has 
greatly increased and there would seem to be 
no reason why it would interfere with a 
speedy development of the country to im- 
pose restrictions upon the use of such water 
sites equitable as between the public and 
the investor. 


Wants Water Power Guarded. 


There is now no power on the part of the 
secretary of the-interior in the disposition 
of such sites to impose the conditions sug- 
gested,

were temporarily withdrawn from settle- 
ment in order to prevent the acquisition of

District Attorney Asks New 
York Democrats to Break 
Two Man Power. | 


GAXNOR HELD AS PERIL. 


Spending of Millions Will Be 
Ruled by Winners of the 
Coming Election. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[{Special.]—District 
Attorney Jerome tonight issued a prelimina- 
ry bugle blast. It is only a prelude to many 
that are to follow during the campaign. 

In some respects it is similar to the warn- 
ing notes the district attorney issued in 1901 
and 1905 against the one man power in poli- 
tics, the power that sits ina back room and 
dictates secretly whom the thousands upon 
thousands of voters in New York City shall 
accept as their candidate for office. District 
Attorney Jerome said: 

“The people of this city ought to wake up, 
and at once, to what the political situation 
is. They are approaching the most important 
election that has ever taken place in this 
city and yet they show no interest except 
in the north pole and the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration. 


Chance to Spend Millions. 


“We have a budget of $185,000,000 for 1910, 
an increased and increasing tax rate, a con- 


stitutional amendment that promises to go 


through and holds out the chance of a reck- 
less expenditure of money beyond the wildest 
dreams of the political looters of the past. 
In the face of the clear opposition of all 
the decent elements in the Democratic party, 
the little group, two men, controlling the 
nominating machinery of the party, are 
about to force upon it as its candidate for 


mayor a man aptly described as ‘a combina- 


tion of a demagogue and a fanatic,’ that 
most abhorent product, a political judge and 
a judge whose so-called ‘ personal liberty de- 
cisions’ have consisted in orders restraining 
the law enforcing powers from pursuing law 
breakers and has served as a protection for 
them. 


Hopes of Past Shattered. 

It does not seem to me possible that the 
rank and file of decent Democrats, however, 
strong their party loyalty, are going to sup- , 
port at the polls such a candidate. 

We might as well have straight talk. At 
a time when it looked as if the Democratic 
party in the state was about to be pulled to- 
gether, when a new spirit of hopefulness 
had sprung up, and when Democratic suc- 


j cess in this city, with strong clean men for 


candidates, supported. hopefully and loyally 
by the rank and file was essential to success 
in the state and most important to the party 
in the nation. the fear and selfishness and 
personal animosities of two men, Charles 
Murphy and Dan Cohalon have come in to 
try and wreck everything. 

“Tonight it looks certain that they will 
force the nomination for the office of mayor 
of a political charlatan shown in the past to 
be totally destitute of political courage and 
whose erratic ability is tinged with a morbid- 
ness which is almost akin to mental unsound- 
ness. 


Cannot Stand for Gaynor. 

„ have wished that the time might come 
when I could fight within the Hnes of myi own 
party, and I have kept silent, hoping that 
there might be a clean, strong Democratic 
city ticket presented this fall. 

„But I can’t stomach William J. Gaynor 
and I can’t see two selfish and desperate men 
force him upon the Democratic party in this 
city. In 1905 I fought for my office upon the 
issue that a small group of selfish and usually 
corrupt men should not be permitted to deter- 
mine, through their control of the nominating 
machinery of the party, whether or not a

District Attorney Jerome filed today with 
the board of elections a list of 5,000 names 
which have been signed to the petition nam- 
ing him as an independent candidate to suc- 
ceed himself. Only 2,000 signatures were 
necessary, but to meet any objections which 
might be made to some individual signers 
Mr. Jerome lodged 3,000 more for a margin.

Chance to Gain Waterways. 


WANTS GOVERNMENT “AID. 


New Orleans Convention.

The e n Republicans in the 
Iuinols legislature wit: trade a uniform —4 
primary law with Deneen for a deep water-: 
way law, such ae Senator Lorimer stands ior. 

Such a proposition is to be put up to the 
administration by the anti-admjnistration. 
legislators nex} week at Springfield. 

The uniform law will not bea direct 
primary statute, and will furnish substaa- 
tially the broad provision that all primaries 
of any one political party. throughout the 
state be held upon the same day. The rough 
draft of the compromise bill does not neces- 
sarily mean that Republican and Democratic. 
primaries be held simultaneously. 


Would Wait for Federal Aid. 

In return for the passage of such an act 
the proponents will ask the governor and his 
forces to stand for the Lorimer scheme for 
a deep waterway, meaning thereby the delay 
in channel digging until a working agree- 
ment has been effected between the state of 
ilinois and the federal 
Below the surface the move of the anti- 
Deneen members of the legislature appears 
to- be a move toward starting a row in the 
New Orleans deep waterway convention and 
the first apparent effort to force the conven- 
tion to go on record in favor of immediate 
federal aid for the building of the Lockport- 
Utica stretch of.the lakes-to-the-gulf canal. 
There are those who have been in touch. 
with state polities who believe that the state 
administration stands no chance whatever 
to push through a direct primary law. 


Antagonism to Primary.  . 
The sentiment of members of the legisla- 
ture seems to be so antagonistic to the 
thought of a duplication of the variety ot 
the primary proposition that the administra4 
tion forces will have the utmost difficulty in 
getting the result, which the governor would 
like to.secure as a result of the special gath- 
ering. 

When it became known that the governor 
intends to coricentrate the activities of the 
assembly upon the primary proposition and 
the deep waterway matter it became appar-

Taft and Other Notables Wit- 
nessed Heroism at Detroit 
Fourteen Years Ago.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—An almost 
forgotten incident in whith the present sec- 
retary of war, James M. Dickinson, rescued 
James F. Joy, a Detroit lawyer, from the 
Detroit river fourteen years ago, was re- 
called today when a solid gold medal, sus- 
pended from a ribbon held in the beak of an 
American eagle, was presented to Mr. Dick- 
inson on behalf of the United States gov- 
ernment. 


_ Receives Gift Modestly. 

“In testimony of heroic deeds in saving 
lives’ read the inscription on the. medal, 
which also bears a laurel wreath held aloft 
by a woman,. Touched by the, unexpected 
récognition of his act, the secretary of war, 
with characteristic modesty, merely said that 
he did not know he had done anything re- 
markable. 

On Aug. 29, 1895, the American Bar associa- 
tion, then in session at Detroit, was en- 
tertained at St. Clair Flats. The guests were 
conveyed there in steam yachts. Mr, Dick- 
inson, Charles H. Campbell, Frank O. Love- 
land, and others were entertained on the 
steam yacht Truant, owned by Truman II. 
Newberry, who subsequently became secre- 
tary of the navy. 


Falls Off Plank in Dark. 

Truant returned to Detroit at 8 o'clock that 
night. It was dark, and because of piling at 
the outer edge of the railroad wharf the yacht 
lay several feet out from the dock. A small 
landing plank was put out, and in attempting 
to cross it James F. Joy, the oldest member of 
the Detroit par, whose eyesight was defec- 
tive, fell overboard. The plank was six feet 
above the water, which at that point was 
twenty feet deep. Mr, Dickinson plunged 
into the water and rescued Joy. There were 
jagged, broken piles at that point, some hid- 
den beneath the current, but both men 
reached the dock unharmed. Close by on 
other yachts at the time were Judge Taft, 
now president; Associate Justices Brewer 
and Brown of the Supreme court of the 
United States, and other persons of promi- 
nence.

CITY BRANCH BANKS. 

The national bank act reads: The 
usual business of each national banking 
association shall be transacted at an 
office or banking house located in the 
place specified in the organization certifi- 
cate.” This denies to the banks the priv- 
lege of establishing branches, and they 
have cheerfully acquiesced. The city 
banks have never even hinted at a re- 
moval of the restriction, either because 
they were aware of the hostility which 
would be aroused among country bank- 
ers, national and state, or because branch 


banking did not appeal to them. 


Yet it is a question whether the prohi- 
bition could not wisely be relaxed so far 
as to permit the national banks of the 
larger cities to have branches within the 
corporate limits of those cities. From 
the point of view of public convenience 
much can be said in its favor. On the 
other band, the city banks may not wish 
for this enlargement of their powers and 
have reasons for declining to avail them- 
selves of it if granted them. 

Seemingly branch banks in New York, 
Chicago, Boston, and cities coming next 
to them in population woum be an im- 
mense convenience and a protection to 
the public. For example, in a city like 
Chicago they would tend to decentralize 
business, There is no reason why a 
small retail merchant outside the business. 
district should have to travel from two 
to six miles in person or by messenger 
to make a deposit. There is a great 
waste of time and a constant risk of loss. 
The field of activity of pickpockets and 
holdup men would be restricted by branch 
banks. 

The opening of a branch bank in an 
outlying part of the city would promote 
the use of banking facilities by its busi- 
ness men. It would inspire a feeling of 
confidence among men who distrust the 
wild- eat organizations, such as the Stens- 
land bank was. Wherever ‘the down- 
town banks established branches the Wild- 
cat concerns would not attempt competi- 

Banking accommodations which are ap- 
preciated in London and Berlin surely 
would be appreciated here. The big Lon- 


don banks have branches within the city 


and find them profitable. The Commerz 
branches in the city for the accommoda- 
tion of the public and the extension of 
its own banking business. It would be 
a boon to the small retail merchants of 
Chicago and to many other classes if 
they were as well served. 

Questions in relation to loans and other 
important matters would have to be re- 
ferred to the parent bank. It could have 
a special department to deal with the 
‘subjects referred to it by the branch 
banks by telephone or otherwise. They 
could be disposed of within twenty-four 
hours and in most instances more prompt- 
ly tham at present. : 

On the other hand, the city banks, 
they have given the matter any thought, 
may say that a move in the direction of 
branch banks, though strictly limited to 
the cities, would awaken suspicion and 
beget tion among the country insti- 
tutions—that they might see in it an at- 
tempt by the camel to get its head inte 
the tent. City banks may also argue that 
the extra expense to which they would 
be put by branch banks would make 
them unprofitable. There would be rent, 
clerk hire, the pay of watchmen, and the 
cost of vaults for the safekeeping of 


* money and papers. They may say that 
they do not believe additional banking 


facilities are needed. 

The advisability of permitting the es- 
tablishment of branch banks within the 
home cities of the parent banks cannot 
be determined offhand. It is a new ques- 
tion here, and it is one deserving the 
thoughtful consideration of the public and 
the city banks. ;

AT GENERAL DELIVERY WINDOW. 

Why don’t you have your mail de- 
livered at home? The question was an 
unexpected one to several thousand 
women who sought letters at the general 
delivery window of the postoffice on Mon- 
day. The way it was answered indicated 
to some degree the character of the corre- 
spondence involved. In a popular maga- 
zine published in Chicago there recently 
appeared an article making severe criti- 
cisms upon the general delivery plan: It 
was denounced as an aid to criminals, 
as a convenient method by which mar 
ried women, and single ones, too, carry 
on clandestine correspondence, and as a 
bit of the machinery by which young 
girls are led into the devious paths of sin. 

These charges were approved by some 
of the employés of the postoffices of the 
country at one of their national gather- 
ings, but they, were objected to by In- 
spector Stuart of the Chicago office in a 
vigorous speech in which he asserted his 
belief that 90 per cent was legitimate, 
Now he is going after the illegitimate 10 
per cent. The requirement of identifica- 
tion by means of a card kept on file for 
reference will not affect a single citizen 
whose use of the general delivery facili- 
ties is legitimate. It is quite likely to 
deter those who carry on correspondence, 
under assumed names or otherwise, which 
they seek to conceal from the knowledge 
of their husbands, their mothers, or other 
friends at home. It may frighten the 
criminals from the window. 

The inspector is absolutely in the right 
and will be supported in this move by 
the overwhelming majority of citizens, 


—— 


THE LOOP AND ITS USERS. 

The public is tired of the elevated loop 
for reasons which are too well known to 
need enumeration. It is equally tired of 
the owners and users of the lop because 
of their persistence in trying to get con- 
cessions for its extension through longer 
trackage. At 
the same time they persistently ignore 
the demand for through routing, which 
would relieve congestion and provide bet- 
ter service. They wish the public to do 
much for them and are unwilling to do 
anything for it. 

Nor is that all. The loop users do not 
show the slightest inclination to further 
the cause of the subway. Yet they ought 
to be the foremost supporters of a sub- 
way, which should get rid of bridge de- 
lays and put an end to congestion. 

The attitude of the users of the ele-. 
vated loop is unsatisfactory, not to say 
offensive. They had better change it 
speedily. 


A DOCK FOR GENERAL USE. 
Where the city has sufficient frontage 
for a real dock it should not be rented to 
8 one individual or corporation. It 
should be a public dock, where the ships 
of any line could land or take on board 
passengers and freight, subject to proper 
regulation by the harbor authorities. 

This is what should be. But the city 
rents its best deck to a single corpora- 
tion, the Goodrich Transit company. 
The lease provides, however, that it may 
be terminated on sixty days’ notice by 
either party. No stich notice will be 
given by the company which has exclu- 


sive possession of a most desirable dock. 


The city can give that notice and thus 
put itself in a position to open to all other 
lines facilities now denied them.

EW in this country seem to be aware 
that Admiral of the Fleet Sir Kdward 
Hobart Seymour, now in New York as 
the principal. representative of King 
Ed ward at the Hudson- Fulton celebra- 

tion, is one of the leading experts of the Brit- 
ish navy in questions of aerial navigation and 
polar exploration, two subjects which just at 
present are engaging @ considerable amount 
of popularattention. While i have not heard 
of his making any ascents in aeroplanes, he 
has done a considerable amount of balioon- 
ing and has made a speciai study of every- 


thing connected with air travel. 


Moreover, such is his knowledge of arctic 
conditions, in which he was so much inter- 
ested that he spent nearly a year cruising on 
board a Peterhead whaler in order to acquire 
additional experience of arctic navigation— 
leave being granted to him for the purpose 
that he was appointed second In command to 
Admiral Sir George Nares on the occasion of 
the latter's polar exploring expedition with 
the Alert and Discovery in 1875-76. 

— 

At the last moment, however, the medicat 
board declined to sanction his accompanying 
this expedition owing to the condition of nis 
health, affected by the severe wound wien 
he had received five years previously in the 
rescue Of an English vessel from pirates in 
the Congo river when in command of the 
Growler, stationed off the west coast of 
Africa. Sir Edward’s views, both on the 
subject of the Peary-Cook controversy con- 
cerning the discovery of the north pole and 
also in connection with the Wright and Cur- 
tiss flying competitions on Governors isiand, 
New York, would therefore be of more than 
ordinary interest, since they would come 
from a man who thoroughly understood the 
questions submitted to him not only through 
study but also from practical experience. 

Sir Edward looks so far from being an old 
man—reminding one, with his marked fea- 
tures, his gray, pointed beard, and his stately 
manner, devoid of all pomposity but charac- 
terized by extreme courtesy, for all the worid 
of one of Vandyke’s cavaliers—that it is dim 
cult to realize that he is a veteran of the Cri- 
mean war. True, he was only a midshipmite 
of 14 at the time, having entered the navy 
two years previously at the age of 12. He 
was present at the bombardment of Odessa 
in April, 1854, and also at the subsequent 
bombardment. of Sebastopol, and was men- 
tioned in the @ispatcnes on each occasion as 
having obeyed and carried out all orders with 
remarkable coolness. : 


— 

To those who witnessed the beautiful man- 
ner in which Sir Edward brought his British 
squadron, composed of warships of the latest 
type, up the North river on his arrival in New 
York on Friday last and who observed the 
ease and precision with which these great 
monsters of modern warfare were handled it 
seems hard to realize that the battleship ler- 
rible om which he was serving through the 
Crimean war was, like the other wooden bat- 
tleships of that day, so difficult to maneuver 
that it took steamers lashed to their sides 


and several hours in order to place the vessels a 


in the best position for firing at the bombard- 
ment of Sebastopol, 

Seymour was still a midshipman when he 
commanded the Calcutta’s launch when she 
was sunk by theshot and shell of the Chinese 
fleet at the time of the latter's destruction by 
the English in the battle of Fat-Shan creek 
in June, 1857. He was also present at the 
subsequent capture of Canton and of the fa- 
mous Pei-~Ho forts, receiving promotion to 
the rank of lieutenant for repeated acts of 
gallantry under fire, In 1860 he took part in 
the capture of Peking and was present at the 
destruction of the world famed summer pal- 
ace. The latter was so huge that even such 
big royal abodes as Buckingham palace or 
Windsor castle could have been comfortably 
tucked away in oneofits courts. Indeed, the 
structure embraced an area of miles, and it 
was simply crowded with priceless treasures 
of every conceivable character, a feature 
being’ the immense throneroom, entirely 
lined with exquisitely carved ebony. 

—— 

In 1802 he commanded the small armed 
party of the Imperieuse which landed for the 
relief of Ning-Po and also for the capture of 
Kah-Ding. In 1866—that is to say, after 
fourteen years of service and when only 20 
years of age—he received his promotion to 
the rank of commander, his extraordinarily 
rapid promotion being, as I have just shown, 
won not by favor but by hard fighting and 
by splendid serviee under fire. 

Sir Edward, who while still lieutenant won 
the life saving medal for diving overboard 
from the quarter deck into a shark infested 
and stormy sea to rescue a drowning marine, 
does not belong to the great English house of 
Seymour, of which the duke of Somerset and 
the marquis of Hertford are the chiefs, but is 
an Irishman, like his friend Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, and is descended from 
John Seymour, whowas alderman and mayor 
of Limerick in the seventeenth century. The 
first of the family to win naval fame was Sir 
Michael Seymour, who after attaining the 
rank of admiral received a baronetcy for his 
distinguished services in connection with all 
those naval victories of the days of Nelson. 
Admiral of the Fleet Sir Edward Seymour 18 
one of his grandsons, while another is the 
present head of the family and third baronet, 
Sir Michael Culme Seymour, also a distin- 
guished naval veteran and who holds the an- 
cient office of vice admiral of the united 
kingdom,“ although he was a full admiral for 
years and years before invested with that 
dignity. 

— 


Sir Edward’s second name of Hobart comes 
to him through the fact that his great-grand- 
mother was the daughter and heiress of WIII- 
iam Hobart of High Mount, Limerick. 

Sir Edward is as great a favorite abroad as 
in England. One of Emperor William’s fa- 
vorite pictures ts that painted by his own 
direction and portraying Sir Edward in one 
of the most hotly contested battles during 
the march on Peking for the relief of the 
beleaguered legations there in 1900 giving the 
order, Germans to the front.“ During that 
same march Sir Edward had a considerable 
force of United States marines and sailors 
under his command, while every one knows 
how well he stood by his old friend Admiral 
Dewey after the battle of Manila in 18046 when 
he was in command of the British naval 
forces in the China seas.

Another tragedy which took place 
there and with which it Is associated is one 
according to which George Abbot, the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, while staying there in 
1620, shot at a buck, which he missed, killing 
instead the head gamekeeper. The mansion 
and estate have been portrayed by Lucas 
Malet (Mrs. William Harrison) in her novel 
“ Bir Riehard N. 
Sir Anthony Cope is the chief of one of the 
ancient families of England, which has many 
representatives in this country, and among 
his most notable ancestors was his name- 
sake, who was chamberlain to Queen Cather- 
me Parr, one of the numerous consorts of 
that royal Bluebeard Henry VIII. This sir 
Anthony had an eldér brother, Stephen, who 
was “sergeant of the poultry” to King 
Henry VIII. and is on record as the tmme- 
diate ancestor of the Copes of America.

Villagers Protest Loudly When 


He Seeks to Explore 
Their Homes,

47,000 Mile Journey.

Wednesday —What a night it wasi I long 

lay awake watching the stars and the big

the little bay at 7 o'clock and spent the entire 


day bere, leaving at 7 tonight. 


At 8 o'clock I went ashore, taking with 
me a boy carrying my knapsack full of trade: 


landed at a small pier of the New Guinea 


company, and passing the big tin shed and 
plantation on the right I struck off by a path 
through the forest toe the left and came in 
ten minutes to the village. I had been told 
that I wouldn't see much, as this port was 
@ place of call for the steamers running to 
Gingapore and had been “ cleaned out.“ 

The village proved to be a large one, scat- 
tered along a half mile of clean level, Sandy 
beach; the houses all in beautifully cleared 
epaces with cocoanut. palms of great size 
sll about. The houses themselves are large 
and imposing. They are larger than those 
of Siar and all stand six to eight feet above 
the ground on piles a half foot in diameter. 
The roofs are of a rounded inverted “Vv” 
shape, the gable at each end projecting far 
beyond the first pair of piles. The housea, 
are reached by a bamboo ladder, in some 
eases by a small notched log, one of which, 
carved at each end, I secured. 


Many Valuables in Houses. 


Inside the houses are roomy and lofty. each 
Baving at one end an open veranda. Inside 


dach house was a treat—fine spears, big ar- 
_ fows, throwing sticks, masks, carved pillows, 


baskets. wooden vessels, etc. Under many 
Bouses was a fine big, long carved drum, and 


en the beach were huge sea going outrigger 


andes, pigs roamed about, and strong, 
healthy men and women were working or 
Joafing on the verandas or on the ground on 
the clean sand. 

O, for a shipand plenty of money! Whata 
@ollection one could make. The men wore 
* wrist, knee, and ankle bands of plaited 
paim fiber, and in their ears, nose, and hair 
was a profusion of ornaments of every de- 
Bcription, those made of dog teeth or boars’ 
tusks being most numerous. The men wear 
their hair in a little bunch at the back of the 
top of the head, the hair being held in place 
by a little cone shaped basket, above and be- 
yond which it projects. Around their waist 
they wehr a long woven belt two inches in 
width, which passes around the body many 
times; it is tight and squeezes in the abdomen 
fearfuli¥ This holds in place, before and 
behind, a narrow bark cloth which passes 
tightly between the legs. The women are 
not so heavily laden with ornaments as the 
men and wear @ short petticoat of fine grass 
dved black or red, suspended by a cord tied 
tightly just over the hips. 

These people are keen traders, and what 
could be bought for a stick of tobacco in 
Buka or an arm ring in Bougainville here 
took a small knife, but by 11 I was glad to 
gather my epoils together and return to the 
ship. At 2 o’clock I went ashore again, first 
visiting the house on the hill of the New 
Guinea company’s agent. He had a small 
collection for sale, but wanted a fancy price 
for it, and I passed it up, returning at once 
to the village and regretting the tinfe I had 
lost. Later in the afternoon Mr. Heine 
joined me and made some photographs 


Entrance to Houses Forbidden. 

In all a gladsome day, though hard bar- 
gaining all day, for the villagers are shrewd 
and far from childlike: Nor were they at all 
keen about my rummaging through their 
houses; more than once I was told finish,“ 
“come down ’”’ and in some cases the ladder 
Was removed. The big carved drums I could 
not buy except at fancy prices, and so had 
to leave them, but when I checked up on 
board tonight I find I have one hundred and 
sixty specimens.

Town Seems Dangerous Place. 

The houses, on piles, were about forty fh 
number, but closely bunched, with four foot 
passageways, all on an open sandy beach, 
with coco palms at the back. The houses 
are not nearly so imposing as those in Pots- 
dam Hafen, but judging from the little I 
saw their contents must be most interesting. 
On a little back veranda of one house I count- 
ed fourteen skulls, some decorated. The 
houses are square at the ends and are en- 
tered by a ladder of rungs in foot broad 
Slabs of palm. One house was decorated in 
colors. 

Saw many finely carvéd drums and many 
bows, though I saw no throwing sticks. But 
the time was short and we were denied ad- 
mission to all but two houses. At one end 
of the village I saw a ruined tree house on 
a great out projecting limb, having a com- 
manding outlook over the sea. I should best- 
tate before landing alone in this village. 


Ok at 11 o'clock heading northeast for 


Gulldert or Walls island, where we anchor 


vat 1 o'clock. Here is a trading post and 


plantation of the New Guinea company, but 
this did not interest me, so while they loaded 
copra the captain sent me two miles down 
the coast im the gig, where I spent three 
busy hours. The village here is large and 
scattered in groups among palms. .They are 
keen traders here and I had to work hard 
and part with much tron hardwere to get my 
plunder. Two things were of special in- 
terest—the great clubhouse of the men and 
the memorial structures. 


Men’s Clubhouse Wonderful. 

The clubhouse te a lofty and imposing 
structure and clock full of carving. It stands 
on great carved pileeupports, and has carved 
and painted slabs along the eaves on the 
two long sides and elaborately painted gable 
ends. From the edge of the gables and the 
eaves on the side hang individual totems 
carved and painted, and inside the house— 
i. e.: on the floor proper, which is open at 
each gable end, was a great pile of a dosen 
or more masks, about ten feet in length, most 
of them representing sharks. But not 3 
thing from thie house could I buy, not even 
one of the two old worn out drums, which 
stand on the open dance ground at one end 
of the house. Yes, this house was worth 
the trip to New Guinea to see. Some day 
I will come back and buy the whole thing. 

Other houses were aleo more or less carved 
and from many hung carved figures of men 
and animals. 

Apparentiy, when a man dies they bury 
him in the village and over his grave they 
erect his spears, bows, arrows, masks, clubs, 
paddies. belts, drums, etc., removing from 
the clubhouse his totems, etc., and placing 
them in thie column. In one such bundle 
I saw a board at the top of which had been 
shot many arrows. From one of them I got 
some old carvings, paying for same to his 
relative. 

Found a gréup of men with soot Besmeared 
faces eating ahd drinking cocoanuts; nearby 
were two pigs tied by their feet to poles, as 
they are carried. for the feast; it was a 
mourning party, and they were preparing for 
the wake. 


Bottom of Sea Beautiful. 


The boat came back for me at just before 
sundown and I loaded it up with carvines. 
etc., and started back reluctantly—there was 
so much I wanted and could not get. The 
ride back was wonderful; the wind hed died 
away and I could see the coral bottom, not 
three feet away, clearly; a forty minute ride 
over as beautiful a marine garden as I ever 
saw. 

At 6 o’clock we set off at half speed for the 
west. My cabin now resembles a storage 
room of a museum and a section of a hard- 
ware store. I just have enough room to get 
in and wash, though I] do not have much time 
for that. 

As T write at the little table just back of 
my cabin and right over the wheel I can look 
straight on back astern to the east and see a 
big, glorious moon shining on a gently rolling 
sea and lighting it up for an interminable 
distance to the east. To the south a few 
miles away I can see plainly the dark, broken 
hills of the coast, while on the inner side of 
the hills, for miles up and down, rages a wild, 
fierce storm, the lightning flashing constant- 
ly and running up and down the inner range 
like surf breaking on a beach—a marvelously 
beautiful night. And again I shall take to 
my long chair-bed—I could sleep on a pile of 
anchor chains, provided I were in the breeze. 
The instant one gets away from the breeze 
one sweats, but, fortunately, in the south 
seas the wind rarely fails.

“blue button gentleman’ scheme be tried 
in every city. 


Breached Idea in Letter. 


Mr. Stafford first broached his idea in a let- 
ter to a St. Louls paper. The letter was 
headed, Be Seated, Ladies, and read: 

** While the committees thrash out the de- 
tails for our centennial week, I want the men 
and boys of St. Louis to help me settle the 
politeness problem permanently, so that 
every mother’s son of us never will sit down 
in a street car so long as there is a lady stand- 
ing. Can you tell me how on earth we hap- 
pened to get into our present manners? 

“Come on, now; let's spruce up a bit on 
our politeness to ladies in street cars. We'll 
know if you are improving if we see a small, 
plain blue cloth button on your coat. Its 
color will indicate its wearer is true blue and 
the button shows no yellow streak. 


Will Prove Politeness Best. 


“I don’t care for any back talk through a 
newspaper, but if any man feels he can show 
me a valid excuse for allowing a lady to stand 
while he enjoys a seat, let him bring that 
excuse to me personally, and I will send 
him away a happier man than he came.”

BEGIN INQUIRY TODAY. 


Testimony of Injury Victims to 
Be Taken; Revised List 
Shows Six Are Dead. 


Carelessness and inattention to duty on the 
part of somebody are blamed by the coro- 
ner’s office and the police for the wreck in 
which six men were killed and a score in- 
jured early yesterday morning. The police 
and Deputy Coroner Percy Kennedy in the 
afternoon began an investigation of the col- 
lision between the midnight Cincinnati flyer 
of the Panhaadie railroad and a southbound 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul stock train 
at West Twelfth and Rockwell streets. The 
deputy coroner’ characterized the wreck as 
a needless catastrophethat never would have 
occurred if ratiway employés involved in it 
had been giving heed to their duty, 

“This was a wholly needless wreck,”’ if 
my surmise from the evidence of how it 
happened is correct.“ he said, and it is 
the intention of the coroner’s office to make 
a thorough investigation. The jury will hear 
all the evidence it can get bearing upon the 
affair and fix the responsibility where it be- 
longs.”’

how he can supply the ornamental light 
standards and brackets for the building’s 
exterior. These will cost about $8,000, It has 
been discovered that the appropriation for 
erecting the postoffice, which was originally 
in the neighborhood of $6,000,000, now con- 
tains only $173; a sum insufficient to provide 
even a single fixture. 

Unless the money can be taken from the 
annual appropriation made for the use of the 
supervising architect in repairing and main- 
taining buildings, it will be necessary for 
congress to act. ft is not unlikely that one 
of the Illinois senators or congressmen will 
introduce a bill to this effect at the coming 
session of congress.

Fix Arbitrary Rentals, While 
Sanitary Board Employs 
Real Estate Experts. 


EXPLAIN GOODRICH DEAL. 


Advice of Son of Concern’s Su- 
perintendent Said to Have 
Been Taken on Valuation. 


Comparison of the methods of leasing dock- 
age rights by the city of Chicago and the san- 
itary districts shows a lack of system on the 
one side and business methods on the other. 
The city’s principal dock, occupled by the 
Goodrich line, is leased on a rental arbitrarily 
fixed by the bureau of compensation and the 
commissioner of public works, and other 
docks are leased in a similar manner. The 
sanitary district fixes the rentals it demands 
on the basis of the valuation of the propert 
by real estate experts. . 

Managers of steamship lines whose inter- 
ests are partly in common with the Goodrich 
concern were called into consultation when 
the amount of the rental for the docks at 
River street was fixed. One of the men con- 
sulted by the city officials when this rental 
was fixed, it is said, is the n of the super- 
intendent of the Goodrich shopping interests. 
His advice was taken when the rental of 
$5,500 a year was named for the most desir- 
able dock in the city for freight and passen- 
ger traffic, one where no bridges interfere 
with the landing of steamships. g 


Buildings Go to Sanitary Board. 

The leases of property for dockage purposes 
by the sanitary district are made on the basis 
of 4 per cent of the value of the property. A 
scale is arranged accordingly for the loca- 
tions controlled by the drainage board along 
the river and canal. Provision is also made 
for the future, and buildings erected are ulti- 
mately to become the property of the sani- 
tary district. 1 

The lease to the George W. Jackson com- 
pany is the most important that has been 
made by the sanitary district. The property 
on the west bank of the river between Madi- 
son and Washington streets, with a frontage 
of 805 feet and an average depth of 24 feet, 
is leased by the sanitary district to this con- 
tractor for $4,282.84 a year, the lease being 
for a thirty-five year period, with provision 
for revaluation at the end of fifteen years. 

It also is specified that the George W. Jack- 
son company shall erect a $40,000 bullding on 
this property, which shall become the prop- 
ert yof the sanitary district at the expiration 
of the lease. 


Jackson Firm Pays $5,532.84. 

For twelve feet of frontage adjoining this 
the city &harges the George W. Jacksomcom- 
pany $1,250 a year, making the total rental of 
that company, at docks separated from the 
mouth of the river by seven bridges, $5,532.84 
a year. The Goodrich lease gives 250 feet 
frontage and a warehouse owned by the city 
on a clear river for $5,500. 

The sanitary district is about to complete 
a lease with Sebastian Krug for the west 
bank of the river between Washington and 
Randolph streets for $6,770.40 a year. 

The International Harvester company pays 
the sanitary district $8,500 a year for twenty- 
two acres, with a frontage of a quarter ofa 
mile, at Thirtieth street and Western ave- 
nue. The Nessen Warehousing company, 
controlled by the International Salt com- 
pany, pays $5,162.50 for 14.75 acres at the 
same location on the opposite side of the 
drainage canal, with one-eighth of a mile 
frontage. 


Pay $119 an Acre at Argo. 

The Corn Products Refining company hasa 
lease for lands fronting on the canal at Argo 
at $119 an acre. The Western United Gas 
company pays $3,347 for six acres with canal 
frontage at Joliet. 

Dockage rights along the channel are 
leased to the Illinois Stone company and the 
Lemont Limestone company and other stone 
companies at the rate of $4 per front foot 
per annum.

Brooklyn Man Confirms All! 
Statements; Commander 


Completes Charges. 


‘ST. JOHNS, N. F., Sept. 28.—Harry Whit- 
mey of New Haven believes that Frederick 
A. Cook found the pole and that Commander 
Peary did the same. In expressing this be- 
lief today Mr. Whitrey said he a no rea- 
son for doubting Cook more than Peary. 

Dr. Cook's story, he added, seems to 
me truthful and probable. 
would explain his twelve months’ absence.“ 

The schooner Jeanie arrived here today 
with Mr. Whitney aboard; coming from the 
Greenland coast by way of Indian Harbor, 
Labrador. Mr. Whitney feels keenly the 
position in which he is placed. He went 
north. he said, merely on a hunting trip, and 
now finds himself in the storm center of a 
polar controversy. Dr. Cook left 1 
‘at Annotok several cases containing instru- 
ments and some other belongings. but so far 
as Mr. Whitney knew, no written records. 
There may have been records. however, 
packed with Dr. Cook's personal effects, but 
the explorer did not tell him especially that 
De was leaving written récords in hie’ pos- 
fession. 

Mr. Whitney left tonight for Sydney and 
will proceed from that point to Boston. He 
received messages from Commander Peary 
today, complaining that he had not fully in- 
formed the commander about the nature of 
a, Cook’s belongings left with Whitney at 

tah. 

Mr. Whitney says Comrsiider Peary is in 
error, as he informed him ‘fully, and Capt. 
Robert Bartlett of the Roosevelt saw al! the 
things. as he helped Mr. Whitney to bury 
“them at Etah after Peary had refused to take, 
them aboard his vessel. 


Cook Told of Drift Ice. 

Speaking of Dr. Cook's detailed account of 
Anis trip to the pole, Mr. Whitney said the 
explorer showed him how the western drift 
of the ice had landed him in a region far re- 
mote from 2 he had expected to go. and 
he was unable to get back. He could not 
speak with authority as to whether Dr. Cook 
and his two Eskimos could carry on their 
three sledges enough food for their journey 
to the pole, as he himself is a novice in arctic 
traveling. 

He declared he knew nothing of the con- 
troversy beyond the vaguest details. The 
first he learned of it was at Indian Harbor. 
when he received messages from several 
American papers asking for a statement. 
These he answered briefly. 

Mr. Whitney then was questioned in detai! 
regarding the statements made to him by 
Dr. Cook in Greenland. He said Cook ar- 
rived at Annotok in April of this year and 
Geclared that he had reached the north pole 
a year before. He pledged Whitney, how- 
ever. not to tell Commander Peary, who was 
to be informed only that Cook had gone 
farther north than Peary’s previous record, 
87 degrees 6 minutes. 

Continuing, Dr. Cook told Whitney that he 
had accomplished all he expected to, and 
more besides, and that he was through with 
the northern country. Whitney did not com- 
municate the latter part of this statement 
to Commander. Peary. 

Continuing, Mr. Whitney said that last 
month when Peary reached Etah from the 
north on board the Roosevelt after his win- 
ter’s work there he (Whitney) informed him 
of Dr. Cook's arrival in April, adding that 
Cook Had told him (Whitney) to tell Peary 
that Cook had gone beyond Peary’s farthest 
north. Peary made no comment on this and 
Whitney said he was not oes any, other 
questions by Peary. 


Thinks Eskimos Remained Faithful. 

The next day, however, Cook’s Eskimos 
came to Whitney and asked him . what 
Peary's men were trying to get them to hay. 
Peary's men had shown the Kskimes papers 
and maps, but the Eskimos declared they did 
not understand these papers. So far as Mr. 
Whitney is aware, Cooks Kskimos. never 
admitted that while with the doctor they had 
only progressed two “ sleeps from land. 

Peary declined to permit Dr. Cook's belong- 
ings to be brought aboard the Roosevelt, and 
he put Whitney on his honor not to melude 
anything belonging to Dr. Cook. in hie oon 
luggage. Whitney thereupon went ashore 
from the Roosevelt, separated\ Dr. Cook's 
property from his o baggage, and, with 
the aid of Capt. Robert Bartlett, commander 
of the Roosevelt, whom he had asked to heip 
him, repacked Cook's property in boxes. 
After this had been done Whitney and Bart- 
lett cached all Cook’s property in a cave in 
the rocks. They built up the cave securely 
with stones and turf and left it and the prop- 
en 
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| erty in charge of one of Dr. Cook’s Kskimos. 


There was nowhere else to put Dr. Cook's 
property, as Peary's house had been disman- 
tied and his stores given to his Eekimos and 
as all the material and stores in Cooks house 
at Annotook had been destroyed. 

It may be remarked in passing, Mr, Wit- 
ney went on, that ten years ago Peary did 
with the explorer Sverdrup, who was cruising 
in Smith sound, what he has done th Cook; 
he refused to bring back any of Sv erdrup's 
letters or records. 

New Tork, Sept. 28.—Dr. Cook when shown 
Mr. Whitney’s statement said tonight that 
he approved ofall that Mr. Whitney had said. 

Everything in the interview ts substan- 
tially correct,’ said Dr. Cook. It contirms 
all my declarations.”’ : 

With reference to the written instructions 
given to Murphy, the boatswain, by Com- 
mander Peary, Dr. Cook sald: 

“The written instructions handed to the 
iliiterate beatswain Murphy were worded 
ambiguously, as Mr. Whitney affirms, but l 
will not comment on them now. Let Mr. 
Peary publish them. 

Concerning the papers left with Mr. Whit- 
ney, Dr. Cook said: 

“Mr. Whitney in all probability was un- 
aware of the written records being left with 
him. They are not of much consequence, as 
I have duplicates. As to the instruments, 
his statements are correct. There was a 8ex- 
tant and an artificial horizon and the third 
ease contained two compasses. I have the 
watch chronometer here... 


Story Based on One Remark. 


The wholé story as to my not going far 


north is based on the reply I gave to Murphy 
when he asked me one day: Have you been 
farther than 77 north?’ 1 answered Yes; 
much farther north“ But I gave no other 
information to Murphy. and Mr. Whitney 
stuck to the original idea and would not 
let Murphy know. 

The Eskimos did the same. They had 
promised me not to disclose what I had done: 

Herbert L. Bridgman.. secretary at the 
Peary Arctic club, today said he was a mem- 
ber of the expedition of ten years ago. when 
Commander Peary met the Norwegian ex-

“The Peary party did not refuse to bring 


back Sverdrup's records,“ said Mr. Bridg- 
man, but I suppose Sverdrup did not care 
to hand over his records to others.” 

At Etah, Mr. Bridgman continued, he and 
other members of the Peary party visited 
Sverdrup's ship and thé relations between 
the two groups of explorers were exceed- 
ingly cordial. When the American left, the 
Norwegian ship dipped its colors and the 
Peary party answered with three cheers. 


Mount McKinley Story Up Again. 


/Mr. Bridgman said he had received addi- 
tional evidence to support the disbelief in 
Dr. Cook’s assertion that he climbed Mount 
McKinley in a letter from Ralph Stockman 
Tarr, professor of physical edography at 
Cornell. 

When the controversy arose ov er Dr. 
Cook's claim to have performed the feat 
Prof. Tarr was a defender of the explorer, 
but information came to him which caused 
him to have grave doubts, and he now asks 
that Dr. Cook clear these up before expecting 
that his word be taken on the discov ery of 
the north pole. 

‘I found no single person familiar with 
Alaskan conditions who gave the least 
eredence to Dr. Cook's claim,“ Prof. Tarr 
says in his letter. Among those with whom 
I talked were several who had been ‘on the 
slopes of Mount McKinley on the side on 
which he claims to have ascended the moun- 
tain, and these men were absolutely confi- 
dent in their assertions that it would be a 
physical impossibility to qimb the mountain 
in the brief period of time claimed. One of 
the men to whom I talked was the man who 
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r discovered | the mountain and 
named it.“

Peary’s Proof All Complete. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Bept. 28—The material 
which Commander Robert E. Peary will pro- 
duce to support his contention that Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook did not reach the north pole 
now. is in completed form. As soon as it has 
been passed upon by the Peary Arctic club 
it will be made public... Gen. Hubbard, presi. 
dent of the club, and Commander Peary con- 
cluded their conference on the subject today, 
and the explorer probably will return to his 
home on Eagle island tomorrow, 

The papers, which are to play such an im- 
portant part in the Cook controversy, are to 
be only the opening guns in the campaign 
which Commander Peary will wage on Dr. 
Cook. It is intimated that Commander 
Peary has yet other information to prove his 
contention, but he thinks it will be unneces- 
sary to make it public at this time. Although 
there has been no definite statement as to the 
exact date when the proofs will be made 
known. it is announced that Gen. Hubbard 
is planning to call a meeting of the Peary 
Arctic club in New York next week. 


Statement Is Voluminous. 


Commander Peary’s forthcoming contribu- 
tion to the controversy is rather voluminons, 
but has been prepared with the idea that it 
should be readily understood by the lay mind. 
Gen. ‘Hubbard said tonight: 

‘The statement has been prepared and 
will be submitted to the club. I do not feel 
competent to say whether the club will ap- 
prove of it in exactly its present form. There 
will be no considerable changes, however. 
Some expressions may be altered in phrase- 
ology, but that is all. Of course, no one can 
take from or add to the facts. 

“The statement will simply contain facts 
in thelr proper order and will contain no 
arguments except as the bare statement of 
the facts itself constitutes an argument.

BACK ON JOBS TOMORROW. 


Four Arbitrators and Umpire, 
Who Is to Be Local Federal 
Judge, Will Decide.

Another defeat was recorded against Mar- 
tin B. (“ Skinny) Madden yesterday, when 
the leaders of the pew building trades coun- 
ell ot the American Federation of Labor 
forced the former labor gar to agree to 
a settlement of the dispute between the ma- 
chinists employed by the Otis Elevator com- 
pany and the striking elevator constructors, 
Thie victory for the anti-Madden leaders oc- 
curred in the afternoon, when he caused the 
officers of the machinists’ union to sign an 
arbitration agreement with the officers of 
the Elevator Constructors’ union, 

The agreement provides for the appoint- 
ment of a board of four arbitrators and an 
| umpfre, who shall be one of the federal 
judges in Chicago. Business Agent John 
Lally and J. W. Fitzpatrick were selected as 
arbitrators for the striking constructors. 
Two arbitrators to represent the machinists 
will be selected this morning, when a meet- 
ing win be held by the four arbitrators to 
select the umpire, 


Umpire to Decide Dispute. 

The decision of the umpire must be given 
within three days following the final 
presentation of testimony. The question to 
be arbitrated ts whether the elevator con- 
structors have a prior claim anda right to the 
work of constructing and installing ele- 
vators. 

Theelevator constructors went out on strike 

«against the Otis company on May 1, andsev- 

eral weeks later Skinny Madden agreed 
to furnish the Otis company machinists to 
take the place of the striking constructors, 
Then the anti-Madden building trades coun- 
cil was formed and the elevator constructors 
joined. 

The dispute resolved itself into the first 
teat of strength between the new organiza- 
tion and Skinny Madden. During the 
progress of the fight several large bulidings 
under construction were tied up by strikes, 
the anti-Madden leaders ordering the walk- 
outs because they suspected that some of the 
contractors secretly aided Madden. 


Resume Work Tomorrow. 

As a result of the signing of the arbitration 
agreement the strikes will be declared off and 
work on the big structures will be resumed 
tomorrow morning. Between 1,200 and 1,500 
workmen were involved. A committee will 
be appointed this morning to inv gate 
if any nonunion work has been done on the 
bujldings during the strike. It was declared 
that much nonunion work done on the La 
Salle hote! must be torn out and replaced by 
members of the unions. 

The buildings on which work will be re- 
sumed are the La Salle and Blackstone ho- 
tels, the McCormick building, the new build- 
ing of the People's Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany, the new Northwestern rallroad station, 
the plant of Hart, Schaffner & Marx, and 
the Crane building. The agreement was 
signed by M. H. Christophersen for the Otis 
company, Business Agent Lally for the ele- 
vator constructors,-and Charles Frey for the 
machinists.

K. M. Lewis, Accused by Government, 
Tells of Negotiations with Man Who 
Said He Was J. N. Huston. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—That a man 
who said he was J. N..Huston and that he was 
formerty treasurer of the United States, was 
in company with H. M. Lewis in the office of 
the Nationa! Trust company in this city last 
January, and that the two Jointly negotiat- 
ed with him for the guarantee of the bonds of 
his company, was the testimony of Harry A. 
Wright, president of the Cresco Corset com- 
pany of Springfield, Mass., when the hear- 
ing of the case before the United States com- 
missioner was resumed today.

End of the War with the 
Riff Tribesmen. 


TROOPS IN SHARP FIGHT. 


Major and Several Soldiers Are 
Killed; Bomb Wounds 
Barcelonians.

MADRID, Sept. 28.—In.spite of the fact that 
} fighting is still going on, the capture of the 
towns of Nador and Zelouan by. the Spanish 
forces in Morocco is being celebrated here as 
the virtual end of the war with the Riffs. 
Dispatches received here from Melilla say 
that all the villages in the foothilis of Mount 
Guruga, which has been the Moorish strong- 
hold, are in flames. 

A detachment reconnoitering the Ben- 
Sicar region had a sharp brush with the 
Moors today. A Spanish major and several 
soldiers were killed and eleven soldiers were 
wounded. The troops will follow up their 
recent victories at Nador and Zelouan. They 
are now engaged in driving the enemy, which 
has dwindled to about 8,000, into a corner 
around the edge of Mount Guruga. 

A detachment of Spanish troops searching 
the gorges of Mount Guruga found the bodies 
of more than 100 Spanish soldiers and several 
officers who were killed in the fighting be- 
tween Aug. 23 and Aug. 27. ' 

Several persons were wounded in Barce- 
lona yesterday by the explosion of an in- 
fernal machine. “The censor forbade the 
tranemission of this news and the minister 
of the interior declares that such outrages 
justify the continued suspension of the con- 
stitutional guarantees. 

According to news that reached here mili- 
tary searching parties are scouring Catalonia 
disarming the peasants. It is understood 
that the authorities, in order to allow the 
popular fll feeling to cool, have decided to 
postpone further trials by court martial un- 
til the end of November; they will not, how- 
ever, make any concessions in the matter of 
reopening the schools in which anarchis- 
tic doctrines are taught.

SURPLUS SUPPLIES. LIGHT.

Coarse Grains Are Strong with Shorts 
C.mpciing for Offerings. 


Bullish sentiment was rampant in the 
wheat pit and prices scored a radical advance 
yesterday. The lack of any surplus stock 
of wheat anywhere is becoming painfully 
apparent to the shorts, and with the majority 
of local traders bulligh there was little wheat 
fou sale. Selling against the ups held the 
market in check for a time around the dollar 
mark for December, but the current was too 
strong to be resisted and values continued 
their upward trend to the close. Close of 
change showed net gains of 1602, and the 
undertone at the close was strong. The 
northwest bought wheat ell day, and there 
was enough buying by Armour and Bartlett- 
Patten to give rise to the suspicion that the 
big shorts were on the anxious seat. Sep- 
tember was 2%c up at the close, shorts buy- 


„ing freely all day, with offerings light. 


Northwest Movement Decreases. 

A falling off in the northwest movement, 
with predictions that the run to Duluth and 
Minneapolis would soon become moderate, 
was a big factor in the situation. So far 
stocks in the northwest have accumulated 
slowly, and, should the receipts diminish, the 
visible supply would continue low for an in- 
definite period. World’s stocks increased 
only 5,750,000 bu, compared to an increase 
@ year ago of 11,410,000 bu, and this also was 
instrumental! in causing the shorts to sit up 
and take notice. Stocks in Hurope and afloat 
are gaining no faster than in this country. 
and the demand for cash wheat in all posi- 
tions and in nearly every country reflects the 
exhausted state of supplies at the beginning 
of the crop year. Minneapolis stocks in- 
creased 160,000 bu for three days. Last year 
for the same time they increased 1,250,000 


bu. 
Primary Receipts Are Larger. 

Primary receipts were larger than a year 
ago at 2,497,000 bu, compared to 2,211,000 bu, 
but northwest arrivals were only 930 cars, 
against 1.291 cars a year ago, Minneapolis 
having 390 cars, against 693 cars a year ago. 
The situation in Canada appears to be bear- 
ish, a big crop having been raised and of fine 
quality, most of the receipts grading excep- 
tionally high. The Frénch crop was official- 
ly estimated at 365,000,000 bu, against 310,- 
000,000 bu in 1908, but this fact did not weigh 
heavily with spectators. Foreign crop condl- 
tions were reported as generally favorable. 
In most countries winter wheat is being sown 
under favorable conditions. 


September Shorts Are Nervous. 

September wheat was moderately active, 
and the tendency was steadily upward, The 
remaining holders have not shown much dis- 
position to unload and are understood to be 
desirous of taking the wheat on delivery. 
Not a great deal is available, most of the cash 
wheat being held at above September price, 
and shorts may be compelled to bid prices 
up sharply the next two days. Bailey sold 
a little September on the advance. Knight- 
McDougal, Lake, Rosenbaum, Press, Ar- 
mour, Bartlett-Patten, and Barrell were the 
principal buyers of December. Kidston 
bought December and sold May. On the bulge 
Shearson-Hammill, Bloom, Scott, Logan- 
Bryan, and Marfield were the sellers. Champ- 
lin bought on the bulge. 

Cash prices advanced to the full extent of 
the upturn in futures andin some cases even 
more. No. 1 northern at Minneapolis was 
firm at 363½%e over the December. Liverpool 
closed tand up. Paris was 1@1%c lower, 
Antwerp %c up, Berlin ic higher, Budapest 
%c off, Buenos Aires unchanged to ce better.

Corn Market Shows Gains. 

Strength in wheat helped corn, and with 
offerings light shorts covered freely. and 
there was a strong tone throughout the ses- 
sion. Closing prices showed advances of 
ice. The cash demand was keen early, 
but wgs soon satisfied, and the sample mar- 
ket was Unchanged to \c up. Shipping sales 
aggregated 190,000 bu. Weather conditions 
were favorable and no damage was reported 
from frost. Country offerings were mod- 
erate, although there was some selling of new 
corn for December delivery The world’s 
available supply showed an increase of 376,- 
000 bu, compared to.a gain of 137,000 bu a year 
ago. Primary receipts were 630,000 bu, 
against 388,000 bu a year ago, with local ar- 
rivals 391 cars.

Active Trade in Oats. 

Trade in oats was fairly active, with prices 
finally scoring gains of „Ic. Peavey sold 
September on the advance, changing over 
about 500,000 bu to December. This sup- 
plied the demand from shorts. Most of the 
changing was done at 2%c difference. Brad- 
street’s increased 2,011,000 bu, compared to 
an increase of 044,000 bu a year ago. Bros- 
seau bought May, and Fitch and Edwards 
were also on the buying side. Knight-Mc- 
Dougal sold May oats against purchases of 
May corn. Receipts here were 199 cars, with 
104 cars promised for today. Country offer- 
ings were light, and contract grades were 
16 1½ e up for standards and steady to 4c up 
for other grades. Shipping sales were 160,- 
000 bu. Primary receipts were 741,000 bu, 
against 993,000 bu last year.

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Georgg M. Le Count, the crop expert for Finley 
Barrell & Co., was on the floor yesterday. He left 
last night for New York, where he will sall for 


Liverpool on his way to Argentina. Mr, Le Counts 


was married a few days ago and his wife will 
accompany him on his Argentine trip. His first 
reports will begin about Nov. 2. In regard to the 
northwest situation, Le Count was extremely bul!- 
ish, predicting a sharp falling off in the movement 
inside of ten days. He estimates the crop. of wheat 
in the three states at 216 000,000 to 220,000,000. bu 
and gays that as soon as shock thrashing is over 
the Movement from the farms wil} dwindle, as the 
farmers are all disposed to hold wheat. This dis- 
position he has found genera! both in the spring 
wheat country’apd in the 2 west, farmers want 
ing $1.00 for the biggest part of their wheat. In 
Nebraska about 50 per cent of the wheat is still in 
the stack, and not much 18 being offered at these 
prices. In regard to the northwest movement. Le 
Count stated that practically all growers are well 
prepared to hold their wheat and would hold it until 


prices showed a material enhancement from the 
present level. 


Even the bears in wheat admit that the prospect 
for any material increase tn local stocks 18 dubious 
tor some time, and wit the cash markets strong 
in all qtrections shorts have become a little less 
assured of their position. Most of the selling of 
wheat has been based upon the lack of an export 
demand and the larger crop raised this year, but 
80 long as the farmer does not part with his surplus 
and apparently begrudges the few cars be does 
sell the big crop Kin not cut much of a figure. 
There seems to be little question but that there 
is plenty of wheat in the country, but the farmers 
at present are dominating the situation absolutely. 
The preliminary run of wheat in the northwest 
promises to exhaust itself in a comparatively short 
time the same as in winter wheat. For the first 
few weeks of the current season the winter wheat 
promised to move freely, but dried up as soon as 
the farmers had marketed a part of their surplus, 
and since there has been no haste to sell anywhere. 
Northwest cash markets as well as those at winter 
wheat points were strong and relatively a shade 
firmer yesterday and liberal sales of No. 1 north- 
ern were made to go to the southwest.

With light stocks of all grains in Chicago, the 
prospect for a prosperous season for elevator owners 
is not glowing. With the exception of fair supplies 
of oats here the total stocks of grain are small. In 
public houses stocks of wheat are only 873,000 bu, 
and in private houses they are estimated at 2,095, - 
000 bu, compared to a total a year ago of 7,979,000 
Du. Total corn stocks are 1.824.000 bu, compared 
to 2,347,000 bu a year ago, when they were very 
light. Supplies of oats are liberal at 7,544,000 bu, 


against 3.358.000 bu a year ago. Some elevators 
have practically no grain in store of any kind. 

Some of the elevator men are credited with a desire 
to bring Duluth wheat hers to fill their warehouses, 

and this may be done to some extent. 


It develops that the open . in oats was 
much larger than generally supposed. It is under- 
stood that 10,000,000 bu September has been 
changed over to December by the Peavey and Ar- 
mour interests during the last week. About 2,006, - 
000 bu have been changed privately the last few 
days, and it is stated there is still a considerable 
open interest. The Peavey brokers have been 
changing oats to a greater or less extent all this 
mouth. 


Farmers are 4 the same tendency to hold 
oats that they are in wheat. In some sections in 
this state, particularly where it is known there 
was a good crop raised, sales have been ridiculously 
small. One local receiver said that one of his sta- 
tions nad not sold a car of new oats this season, 
and other cash men said some of their stations had 
only sold two or three ‘cars. In other sections 
country offerings are also light.

Winnipeg wired that export bids were 10 
below cost. 

The official French crop report estimates the 
wheat crop at 305.000, 000 and weight at 63.3 pounds.

Waterman, the Albany miller who is credited 
with having a long line of September wheat here 
and also in New York, was here yesterday. 

Deliveries on September contracts were 65,000 
bu of wheat. 175,000 bu of corn, 145,000 bu of 
oats, and 550,000 Ibs of short ribs. 

Receipts of wheat at Winnipeg were 678 cars, 
compared with 813 cars last week and 617 cars the 
corresponding day @ year ago.

It is suggested that Mr. Harriman foresaw 
the demand that would be made upon rall- 
roads in the larger cities to electrify their 
terminals and that he believed that such a 
demand on the railroads entering Chicago 
would mean the transfer of a large volume 
of freight traffic through the tunnels.

Europe, Electrically, Slow. 

Edwin W. Rice Jr., vice president of the 
General Electric company, has just returned 
from Europe.

Progress in business and in the applica- 
tion of electrical appliances is not so great 
in European countries as in this country. 
They are slow about the adoption of new 
appliances and are too conservative in the 
matter of old forms and means. 

“I expected to find railroad terminals, 
especially in the large cities, applying elec- 
tricity as is being done here, but such is not 
the case.

The Careless Coiffure. 

The hair is left in what is meant to be a 
careless disorder on the top of the head. 
There is, in fact, what is called the careless 
coiffure. Alfred has one of these now ex- 
posed in his window. It looks something uke 
the traditional erow's nest, and ought to be 
no difficulty for the majority of womankind 
to follow. It will consist chiefly in aot 
being too vigorous with the comb on first 
rising in the morning. it is doubtful if thie 
will take. It is too easy and, be it said, com- 
mon. 

For the low hair dressing now the mode, 
those who have not a heavy suit of hair of 
their own will be obliged to have a fa s¢ 
braid, one long enough to reach entirety 
around the head. And these now are made 
to end In a bunch of natural looking cur s. 
As to where on the head the ends of the 
braid shall meet depends on where the bunch 
of curls on the end is thought to be the most 
effective. Some prefer it at the nape of the 
neck, some just behind the ear, and others 
again fasten the braid so the curls make a 
Jung in the front a little at one side, when 
the hatis on.

The hair at each side ie waved and puffed 
out above and over the ears, leaving the pa. t.

rather than vutlined. 

Soft and Loose Puffs. 

The newest puffs are called the Recamier 
and are soft an woven on to a 
string. They are from six to ten in num- 
ber and are most useful in filling in under- 
neath the hat at the back, akhough some 
place them in the front at the side. Thereis 
a brave attempt to popularize the old 
fashioned long curls, hanging down straight 
in a bunch like corkecréws. But the really 
smert woman will have none of them and 
they are left to young girls, or to more or 
less eccentric women who have naturally 
curly hair and take this method of showing it 
off to advanjage. 

The new order ef things had dealt the 
death blow to the long lived side and back 
combs, and, in fact, to hair ornaments in 
general. For with the low dressing it is 
impossible to make the combs ant other 
trifies stick’ in the hair. And in any ease. 
they would be out of place sticking there 
oclow the hat. Abeut the only comb now in 
demand is the old fashioned half round back 
eomb with short teeth. and with low, jeweled 
setting. These old combs in gold or silver, 
set with amethyets or with pear!s, are much 
sought after, and the real antique article 
brings big prices. It is worn tucked im close 
to the head just above the braid at the back, 
where it serves the double purpose of orna- 
ment and hat rest. Or it fs turned in the 
form of a dladem worn above the braid in 
the front. 

There is a new utility ornament, in tor- 
teise, which is a broad bucklelike pin and is 
worn almost at the nape of the neck, where it 
holds up the etray haire. 

The greatest change of all which the new 
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order of hair dressing has brought into exist- 
ence is in the ornaments to be used in the 
hair for evening. Everything must bow 
before the Rat craze. That ie understood. 
The hair must be becomingly dressed for the 
hat, first. And then if a woman does not 
care to go through the torture of having her 
hair dreesed twice a day, and what woman 
does, or if fer motives of economy this would 
be objectionable. she must set to work to 
devise some suitable modification of her hat 
coiffure for evening, when she is minus the 
beloved chapeau. 

And the low, round hair dressing so fetch- 
ing with the hat on is often the reverse, 
especially for short, rather stout women, 
without the hat on. To remedy this defect 


both the coiffeure and the milliners have 
taken a hand. The colffeurs have devised a 
special set of waves and puffs, light as air. 
to be pinned on to the crown of the head 
when the hat is off. Se when a woman 
comes in from the matinée or from an after- 
noon tea and wishes to dress for dinner she 
has Only to slick up her hair a bit and then 
pin on the en-tout-cas, for all occasions, as 
these pieces are called. * 

These are variously made. no two searcely 
being alike. And all depends on what is most 
becoming to the wearer. They are more or 
less high, and more or less frigzed and: puffed. 
This piece should besides be always made 
from one's own combings wherever that is 
possible, so that there can be no shade of 
difference in color between what is fastened 
on and what growe there. For the theater, 
or if some ornament is desired in the hair, 
the milliners have created thousands of 
models of ribbon, and fet and of spangies, 
aigrettes and ostrich tips, and what not. The 
newest ones, however, follow in the line of 
the fashion, and are quite soft and low. The 
high aigrettes are little used, and flowers 
almost not at all. A band of old gold or some 
metallic ribbon wound tn and out through 
the hair is first favorite.

A novelty in cloaks is the military cape, 
which Paquin, Beer, and Drecoll are all 
showing, and which for ordinary wear is the 
smartest thing out.

There is one house 
in Paris which is making a specialty of this 
royal blue. and that is Bechoff David. But 
somehow all of the others seem to be more 
Ir less of the same mind, so that thie bright 
blue is to be secn in everything, from even- 
ing dresses, to street gowns. And combined 
with black liberty it is beautiful. It is in 
fact rarely used alone, but is usually com- 
bined with black, either in silks or in mous- 
scline de sole. 

One is at first inclined to resent the appar- 
ent thickness of the new materials for street 
costumes, until they soon realize that they 
are soft and light as eiderdowm Then one 
begins to appreciate how enug and warm they 
look for winter. And there is one quality 
which runs through everything. from materi- 
als to furs. and to hats, even. And this is the 
exceeding softness and squashiness of every- 
thing. There is not a suspicion of stiffening 
or of stiffness in anything. Coat collars and 
muffs are as soft and lightas down. Dress 
fabrics, ditto. And even the hats are a 
soft, sinuous mass of velvet and fur. 

Velvets, by the way, will de much worn. 
both for street and the house, and coats of 
the corduroy velvets come made up with the 
rough, cloth skirts, or in a contrasting color. 
There is a decided tendency to employ two 
colors, or two shades of the same color in 
some of the model gowns. Beer especially 
is making these combinations. 


Black Meusseline De Sote. 


Before it is passed Over we must not forget 
to note the use of black mousseline ée sole, 
or of tulle over colors. And one of the most 
startling uses to which it is put is the veiling 
of white real lace blouses in black chiffon or 
tulle. It sounds audacious, and ts in fact 
as audacious as it sounds., but itis ago. The 
idea. is not without Its practical side as well, 
as a blouse which has become a bit shabby, 
or which has been seen too often, n.ay in this 
way be made to look as fresh as new.

Autumn Brings a Bewildering Variety of Color. 


NE should almost attend an art school 
this fall to learn about colors, for 
there has never been a season when 
they have played a more important 
part in the general scheme of fash- 

ionable creations than just at present. The 
market is fairly glutted with new shades 
with names attachéd to them that are as new 
as the colors themselves and which must be 
studied as one would a lesson. Equally 
there are dozens of old and well known tints 
masquerading under new and unknown ap- 
pellations which confront one at every turn, 
until in absolute desperation one seizes upon 
an old and familiar shade called by its old 
and familiar name as one would a long lost 
friend. 

The list of colors is such an extended one 
that the animal, vegetable, and mineral 
kingdoms have been ransacked to supply 
them with suitable names that will convey, 
if only faintly, an idea of their real hues. In 
some cases they fit like old shoes and are just 
as comfortable and easy. but in others they 
are the worst sort of misnomer and of course 
as ecnfusing as they can possibly be. 

Such a simple title as cornflower suggests 
nothing but what it ie, a blue brighter than 
the sky, full of depth and brilliancy. and as 
fresh and charming as it can be. There can 
be no mistake made in regard to this, and 
one is deeply contented to have it so. But 
the next flower, the petunia, which might 
mean any of the dark shades of red or the 
soft purples that are seen in its petals, does 
not, but instead is a dull gray mauve as un- 
like the blossom as day from night. It is 
these apparent paradoxes that make one 
almost believe oneself to be color blind 
or to wien for a course of instruction from 
some expert. 


Parma Violet Popular. 


The names of flowers have been largely bor- 
rowed from for shades and colors intended 
particularly for materials for evening wear 
or for the soft chiffons and velvets for elab- 
orate afternoon toilets.

He is out to get ideas as well as models, and 
everything is fish that comes into his net. 
He makes notes, almost enough to sink his 
good ship, to say nothing of the crinoline 
models which are sewed and pinned and 
pasted together in the privacy of his own 
room in his hotel. Ideas are beautiful things. 
And the only way to hold one is to keep it in 
the dark, and never let any one suspect that 
you have one. 


The expert buyer may buy one or he may 
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buy a dozen models. But he is no good at all 
if he cannot re-create a dozen which he has 
deen, without the formalty of buying them 
outright. He thinks, and rightly, too, prob- 
ably, that he pays handsomely enough for 
the ones he buys to have a few ideas thrown 
in for good measure. 

And then, when it is all over. When the 
last buyer has bought his last purchase, and 
when they are all on their homeward jour- 
ney, each laden with his precious freight of 
finery and furbelows.

Made Close Fitting. 


There ie no doubt but that most women 
look better in @ riding habit than any other 
costume they wear, be it ever so elaborate. 
There is something about the fit of the coat, 
the cut of the skirt, the jauntiness of the 
hat, and the entire air of trigness and com- 
pactness that is so essentially different from 
anything else she wears that by contrast, if 
nothing else, she must attract attention.

The coat which is being made up the most 
frequently for this year’s habit is quite close 
fitting, has @ mall double breasted effect, 
and is finished with a long and much rolied 
collar.

A novelty in woolen stockings this year is 
fine open work, so delicate that it has al- 
most the effect of lace. Most of them are 
of what is known as the Shetland wool, a 
quality much softer than any other. These 
come in all black, in most dark colors, and 
some of the new shades of brown and gray. 
One would scarcely believe that they could 
be as attractive as they are for, as a general 
thing, stockings of wool are anything but 
that. 

They are, however, pretty and almost silky 
in their texture and are delightfully warm 
and soft to wear. As many women feel 
the cold so in the winter and are for that 
reason frequently barred from wearing any 
sort of an open work stocking with their 
house slippers, the appearance of these will 
be appreciated. They look almost as wel! 
as silk, as the patterns.are exact copies 
of much of the silk hosiery and they are quite 
the warmest thing that.can be put on the 
foot. 

The subject of stockings naturally suggests 
garters and in connection with these it may 
be stated that there is a mistaken idea that 
they are out of fashion; that the advent ot 
the suspender garter attached to the corset 
has relegated thesé others to the background, 
and that they are no longer worn. Nothing 
could te wider of the mark. Every French 
woman wears garters, sometimes only one, 
and sometimes two, and they are most fas- 
cinating and desirable to contemplate. To 
be sure, they are not used with any though: 
of their being necessities, for their use is an 
ornamental one solely, but perhaps for thid 
reason they have never been prettier than 
at present.

One charming model shows an inch wide 
élastic covered with ribbon fulled on se 
that it makes a tiny frill on either side.

pending from them on which is sewn a deep 
fringe, gold, silver, or any of the exquisite 
shades that come now in bugle fringe.

Striking Dinner Costumes 


How Women Mae 
Their Feet Look Small.

NE of the newest dinner dress models 
has a pink satin cuirass from the bust 
half way to the knees, not tight fitting. 
and closing in the front with slashes 
bound with satin through which rib- 

bons or cords may be laced. The frock itself 
has a foundation of white taffeta, over which 
is laid thin gauze separated at intervals by 
fiat puff ruffles of pink gauze edged with inch 
deep lace ruffies at both top and bottom, and 
between these are ruffies six inches wide 
shirred an inch or so from the top, a ruffie of 
lace, finished at the bottom with a similar 
lace frill. 

The corsage comes out above the satin 
cuirass in a baby puff showing the flat puffs 
edged with lace frills, and the straight sleeves 
ending above the elbows are also covered 
with * puffs and ruffies edged with lace. 

Ion Over Flowered Silk. 

Another lovely and graceful model is of 
white chiffon over white silk, barred twice as 
to the skirt part, and again in the bodice and 
sleeves with dull pink and blue flowered silk, 
having part of the flowers outlined with 
glittering gold or silver beads. The chiffon 
overdress, with graceful and not full 
drapery, reveals and merely shades the under 
robe, and narrow streamers of dull old time 
dark blue velvet ribbon are to the 
bodice, after partially outlining the neck 
opening, and are then carried to the left, 
where they are caught in loops at the bust, 
continuing on down toward the hem of the 
Skirt, where they end several inches from 
the floor in loops and a dull biue velvet 
flower. 

The chiffon drapery in this dress, dropped 
in a point at once side, where a star shaped 
shirred ornament in silk and ghiffon held 
it. It was in one of the loveliest frocks seen, 
Dut was seen for a moment only, not long 
enough to determine the smaller details. 

Mrs. George Legg lunched during the week 
with her mother, Mrs. Herbert W. Carpenter, 
in a black cloth costume. The coat, short and 
straight. had its sleeves marked by a line of 
pendant trimming down the outside seams, 
The coat opening was not deep, and there 
was a fiat black collar ending at the sides un- 
der an almost square shaped bit of coral pink 
cloth or satin, about four inches across, em- 
broidered in gold, and finished with gold bul- 
lion fringe. The sleeves showed off effects 
also finished with the pink, square, gold 
fringed inserts. The skirt of the robe, while 
mot extremely short, cleared the floor a little. 

Mrs. Legg’s hat was a moderately large 
ene of creamy straw, with a large black bow 
at the front, a wreath of large shaded pink 
roses going around the crown, the roses be- 
Ing a couple of inches apart. 

Mrs. Carpenter’s Robe. 

Mrs. Herbert Carpenter wore a large black 
hat, topping a smart tailored princess robe, 
absolutely tight fitting and having*the nat- 
ural waist line. 

This robe cleared the floor by a couple of 
inches and was in striped black and gray 
‘effect, the gray stripes being a an inch 
and a quarter wide ahd the blafk ones per- 
‘haps a third of an inch. The gray stripes 
‘showed a crinkly crossing line effect, giv- 
ing a broken appearance to the stripe. 
Jet buttons, both large and small, were used 
ton this robe, three rdther small buttons ap- 
‘parently closing it near the right shoulder, 
the buttons following the shoulder line, and at 
the left side, under the arm, the side front 
lapped over, the edge slanting back to the 
Front, and was apparently fastened with sev- 
eral large jet buttons. 

On each side of the skirt part in the hips, 
where the set sections of the cloth lapped 
over, there were also several large jet but- 
tons. 

The tight fitting back had a panel of the 
goods, without a center seam, the stripes 
running straight up and down, while those at 
the side curved, lapping over this panel, and 
were broken by the cutting, and left the 
edges slightly curved. 

The long, close coat sleeves also showed 
several small jet buttons at the outer seam 
at the wrists. 

Made in Coat Form. 

A plain princess robe noted last week was 
topped by a coat of broadcloth of unusual 
cut 


In length it came below the hips and was 
a little shorter in the back than in the front. 
The back was laid a shade above the natural 
waist line im minute plaits that rayed out 
top and bottom, and crossing over this, with

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three-fourths of its width above the natural 
waist line, was a six inch band of open black 
passementerie, heavy and handsome. The 
material was a dark plum shade. This pas- 
sementerie sloped down toward each side 
and back of the side each end slipped under 
the side breadth—the latter carried back and 
lapped over the center back—and then 
emerged three inches further on through a 
Slash, and continuing on its drooping course 
some seven or eight inches. This passemen- 
terie decoration was tacked at the top, after 
it emerged from the slit, but not at the bot- 
tom, ana formed a diamond shaped medal- 
lion, the lower point of which was finished 
by a five inch silk tassel, heavy enough to 
hold the end down. 

The overlapping side breadths or under arm 
sections of the coat sloped down from above 
the passementerie to the center back, where 
they lapped, and the lapping side wae fas- 
tened down with,three large passementerie 
ca bochons. 

The fronts closed below the bust with one 
huge cabochon, and the coat top was finished 
bya shaw! collar of black satin. From the 
cabochon closing the side fronts, which were 
plain, sloped the merest trifie away from 
each other. 

»The sleeves were full length, close, and bad 
at each outside seam two small passementerie 
buttons. 3

tober. One in thin, supple pervanche blue 
cloth. 

The robe has the extreme top in a fichu and 
sieves cut in one, the fichu so draped on and 
over the body of the robe as to show no 
seams, the lower edge of the fichu drooping 
over and concealing the joining. The neck is 
cut V shaped in both the front and the back. 
The yoke is of plain unlined pale blue chiffon 
cloth, with the boned stock embroidered in 
dull silver and finished by a tiny frill of Silver 
tulle. 

The edges of the robe are outlined with an 
inch and a half wide band of silver and blue 
embroidered, the ends crossing in front and 
running down six inches on each side, cover- 
ing the ends of the fichu, which are plaited 
in under them. Each end of the embroidery 
is ostensibly fastened down with four carved 
silver buttons, and between them, filling the 
open space, is a diamond shaped motif in the 
Same shade of blue’satin embroidered in dull 
silver in a fleur de lis design. This diamond 
also serves to hold to the waist linethe slant- 
ing crosswise folds of chiffon that go to make 
the sash drapery of the robe. 

The sleeves, cut in one with the fichu 
drapery, are only eight inches deep, of kimono 
design, and are banded at the bottom with 
the silver embroidery. 

The under sleeves are ruched blue chiffon 
cloth finished in three-quarter length, with a 
narrow band of plain blue velvet ribbon. A 
similar band of ribbon crosses the lower part 
of the chiffon guimpe.

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AYS one who knows: : 

Here are certain points about mak~ 
ing the feet look small which were 
gleaned in Paris and London, where 
the women make a specialty of reduc- 

ing the size of the feet: . 

Stockings lighter m color than the slip- 
pers make the feet look smaller. White 
stockings with patent leather shoes make 
the largest foot shrink to a respectable size. 

It the feet ache after a long walk and are 
inclined to puff over the tops of one’s dinner 

—* a foot bath in sweet milk will reduce 
them. N 

Heels of another color than the slippers 
tend to make the foot look smaller. Gold 
heels on dark slippers make the feet smaller. 

“ Heelless slippers make the feet look 
young. The feet grow old and bony; like the 
hands. They Are all joints. To keep them 
young looking’ conceal the joints. Without 
heels and in a soft, pretty kid room slipper 
a woman's feet look youthful. 

“From a little book of foot lore filched 
from the dressing table of a woman noted 
for her pretty feet are taken the following 
asides ta the woman whowunts nice feet: 

Keep the Feet Warm. 

“ Don’t let your feet get cold. Chilled feet 
will be awkward for days. Like chilled 
hands, they take some time to recovery. 

“Don’t keep your feet boxed up*in high 
shoes all day, nor even in slippers. Take off 
your shoes and let your feet breathe for at 
least half an hour in the middle of the day. 
Sandals, silk slippers, or mules will allow the 
feet to breathe. 

“If possible let your feet get the air. Itis 
a good plan to sit with them in the window 
sili, for the fresh breeze will take the ache 
out of the feet and reduce the puffiness. if 
the window sill is out of the question, then 
try putting them on a tall pedestal or upon 
a convenient table top, anything to elevate 
them and let the air play upon them. 

“The feet are like the hands, in that they 
require care if they are going to be pretty. 
There is a woman who soaks her feet once a 
week in buttermilk. Nightly she rubs them 
with cold cream and once in a while she gives 
them a massage with almond oil. The re- 
sult is that she has no occasion to visit the 
foot doctor. 

„Sitting with one foot visible is one of the 
most graceful of foot fads. The foot peeps 
slightly from the gown, and if well shod it 
gives a dainty grace to one’s attitude. 

Holding the Skirt. 

„Walking with the skirt lifted in front to 
show two tapering boot toes was one pf the 
fads of the Empress Eugénie in the days 
when she led Paris. This requires the long, 
tapering boot toe. 

“Tying a bowknot right upon the instep 
makes a foot look higher in the instep. Many 
women always tie a bow or place a buckle 
here, as it makes the instep arched. 

„Nearly all good bootmakers now pad the 
tongues of low and laced shoes. The padded 
tongue is one ot the most effective of mod- 
ern shoe additions; the instep takes on a 
smart curve. . 

It used to be that women ensla ved hearts 
with their finger tips. Now. quite artlesaly, 
of course, they do it with the tips of their 
boots. Shoes grow prettier and prettier and 
feet grow more and more attractive. The 
woman who understands the art of having 
pretty. feet will be the possessor of at least 
twenty pairs of boots, shoes, and slippers. 

“ Wearing one pair. of shoes continuously 
is the way to make corns and other foot ills. 
The pressure comes always upon the same 
spot on the foot and the result is a corn, or 
hard place, or an Ill of some other kind. 
Change your shoes often and your feet will 
feel always at rest. 

“The grooming of the shoe has a great 
deal to do with its size, An ill kept shoe or 


* a stubbed one looks bigger than a well kept 


boot. ' 
Help from Massage. 

“There are women whose feet naturally 
bother them. There is a certain massage 
for feet that are troublesome, and it is done 
as follows: 

Tilt the foot upon a table with only the 
heel touching. Place the finger tips upon the 
tips of the toes and stroke toward the instep. 
Dip the fingers frequently in iced water, as 
the cool feeling will be grateful to the aching 
foot; if real tired, use eau de cologne instead 
of water. 

After five upward strokes begin at the in- 
step and stroke toward the ankle. Three 
minutes will ease the worst case of jump!- 
ness. 

No rest the foot upon the outer side and 
stroke from the heel up the back of the leg. 
Double the foot at the ankle and carry the 
strokes up the back of the leg to the calf, then 
to the bend of the knee. In four or five min- 
utes the feet will lose their tension and be 
rested.

Covered with Wine. 


Apropos, wine ia used in French cooking 
to, an extent never dreamed of in other coun- 
tries, and it is most efficacious both in add- 
ing to the flavor of meats and poultry and 
in making them extra tender. 

The ham thus covere¢ with the wine is 
placed in a slow oven wih the dish covered, 
and here it is permitted to simmer and bake 
for an houf, care being taken to turn it over 
often. 

At the end of that time it is taken out and 
laid over @ colander to drip, after which it 
is treated to a coating of sugar and re- 
turned to the oven, in a dry pan this time, 
until the sugar is carameted over it and has 
turned to a delicious brown. 

Now, in the meantime, to return to the 
spinach out of which the rigsroles are to be 
made. The spinach is prepared in the usual 
way, picked over and well cleansed in cold 
water. It is then thrown into a pot of 
boiling water into which salt has been added, 
and left to boil for an hour.

While this is simmering the pie crust for 
the rissoles is being made, after the fasion 
of making first class pie crust, rolling in the 
butter. The dough is cut into round pieces 
after having been rolled thin. the aach is 
added, a tablespoonful to eac ssole, an- 
other round piece of the dough is fitted over 
the top, some ornamental air hole> are added 
and when the moment of serving approaches 
these rissoles are dropped into boiling grease, 
after the fashion of doughnuts, and done toa 
peautiful golden brown. 

While all this is being done time must be 
found to make the sauce, which is prepared in 
the following manner:

HERE is no greater authority on the

Rue de la Paix went the correspondent 

of THE TRIBUNE to learn of what is newest 
and choicest in that commonplace garment, 
the shirt. All sorts and kinds of information 
Was needed as to soft fronts, stiff fronts, 
plaited .bosomms, colored effects. or whatever 
might be thé mode for the moment or for the 
day after tqmorrow. What can be seen there 
might fill a volume, certainly could a column, 
for there were shirts of every variety and 
almost of every color, They went through 


all the range from grave to gay, from lively 


to severe, and the man who could not find 
what would suit his fancy would indeed be 
hard to please.

To Be “Smart” Is Not 
Necessarily Foppish. 


T would be a poor compliment to the well 
dressed man to affirm that it is a ques- 
tion of expense dlone that makes him 
so. nor must all the credit be given to his 


tailor, for frequently it is neither the 


one nor the other. Theoretically it is the 


coat that makes the man, but ‘just the same 


it is the man who knows how to wear the 


coat who is the smart, well put up individual. 


and not the other. There are many, of 
course, to whom a tailor of genius is a bless- 
ing. who would be lost without his aid, but 
these are usually not men who are distinc- 


tire in their appearance, and so do not give 


one the impression of being especially smart. 
In fact. they are frequently quite the re- 
werse and give the idea of being shabby in 
spite of well made clothes, for there is such 
@ striving for good effects, such a look of 
newness and discomfort that the poor man 
himself cannot help but be miserable, and 
therefore shabby. It sounds like a paradox, 
but it is so. 

What are, one might ask, the characteristics 
of the smartly dressed man. and in what 
particulars does he differ’ from his brethren 
who do not attain to that eminence? The an- 
wer is not altogether easy, because many 
times it ie an indefinable something that 
cannot be exviained. His carriage, his man- 
ner of wearing his hat, or any of the half a 
@ozen things he does that give him an air 
that the other man has not. 

Important Small Details. 

There are however, certain details, most- 
ly small and seemingly unimportant, that if 
observed will go far toward placing one in 
the class of the well dressed men.

Once or Twice a Week. 


No suit of clothes should be worn, if it is 
possible, more than once or twice a week, 
and certainly never two days in succession. 
Of all things this will make them look shabby 
soonest and once they take on that air it is 
well-nigh impossible to restore them to any 
semblance of freshness or smartness. 

On their off days each separate garment 
should be methodically brushed and put. 
away in the dark. Nothing is a better friend 
of clothes than the darkness and a brush, 
and that there can be too much use made 
of the latter is a mistaken idea. Clothes 
are not worn out by overmuch brushing, but 
by the dust that is left in them which spoils 
the cloth, makes them stiff and unpleasant to 
the touch, and will give them an old and 
battered air leng before their time. Darkness 
also is an excellent cure for faded stuffs 
and material that has hag too much sun and 
air. Left long enough it will bring back any 
color, even those that seem quite hopeless 
and beyond repair. N :

The finishers as well as all 
the other operators are kept free from dust 
A janitor is employed to sweep the 
floors several times a day and to pick up clip- 
pings as fast as they fall to the floor. The 
sanitary surroundings of the tailor shop are 
now not inferior to those of department 
stores. 

The causes that have led to the Improved 
conditions are many. At least three of them 
may be mentioned here: First, the public 
interest in the matter. The press and public 


men had revealed conditions that existed and 


the peopie made demands for more humane 
consideration of the life of the garment work- 
ers. Second, the state has developed and im- 
posed conditions upon the employers that 


could be met only in a new system of shops. 
Third, the employers have discovered that the 


best work can be produced only under satis- 
factory conditions for the worker. They 


have learned that ina well ventilated buiid- 
Ing with plenty of light a girl

work than in a stifling, dark, and thy base- 


ment with no vwiridows or in a home whileat- 


tending to kitchen work. 


Knell Sounds for Sweat Shops. 
“The sweatshop is rapidly - disappearing 


end we are glad of it. said Edgar T. Davies; 


chief state factory inspector, speaking of the 
matter. “‘It is only a matter of a year or 


two for the remaining few shops to vanish. 


The change of the system hae been going on 
for some years. But itis only recently that 
Progress has become rapid. In the last year 
the contractors were falling out by the score. 

“The chief power that forced the sweat- 


» shops out of business is probably the state 
| ‘requirements. 


We demand, among other 
things, ample provisions for light and air, 
good toilet rooms, and many exits. The little 


fellows could not meet these requirements. 


We have kept after offenders of the law 
pretty closely. Every one of the contractors 
and tailors is numbered and recorded at our 
nena 8 and the shops have been inspected re- 

entlessly. But as bad as the shops Hud been, 

they were amusement parks compared to the 
conditions under which some of the finish- 
ers’ worked. ’ 

These finishers were mostly foreigners— 
Italians, Poles, and Jews—working at home. 
They would attend to the children and the 
kitchen work and sew on buttons or finish up 
seams at the same time. They would work 
on their sweatshop jobs before a kerosene 
lamp until way after midnight. Frequently 
there would be typhoid or some other infec- 
tious disease in the house of the finisher. The 
garments from the sweatshop would become 
permeated with the atmosphere of the place 
— carry the diseasd to othen parts of: the 

own. 


Health Conditions Greatly Improved. 

As soon as a person becomes Ill in the new 
shops he is sent home or to a hospital under 
the same care as if he were a child in the pub- 
lic schools. But the conditions for the de- 
velopment of typhoid or other. infectious 
diseases have been reduced to a minimum. 
The new shops are much more healthy than 
some of the homes we have in thecity. In 
no case is one of the model shops connected 
with living rooms. 

Responsibility for conditions is becoming 
more concentrated, which makes it much 
easier to carry out the will of the state. 
Under the sweat shop system each. con- 
tractor gives out work to a host of women, 
who do.it at their homes. It was the hardest 
thing for us to ferret out these finishers and 
to make them understand our purpose. 

“There were perhaps more than 2,500 
rooms in which garments were made, not to 
say anything about the 1.000 licensed shops, 
which we had to locate and inspect. It was 
practically impossible to find some of them 
and to bring vem under the regulations of 
the state. Yod can imagine the magnitude 
of our work when you will remember that the 
number of people connected with the sweat 
shop system in one way or another was 
more than 50.000. The sweat shop system 1s 
nearing its end.“ 

Of the many salutary results of the new 
system is its appeal to the better class of 
people. Many American born boy and girls 
who formerly preferred employment in the 
department store or the office to that of the 
shop are now working on garments. One 
shop on the south side bears the distinctton 
of having in its employ only American born 
girls. 

Plane of Living 

The clean shop with its bet! 
is educating the newly arrive 
a better plane of living. There ig developed 
a desire for a well ventilated place all the 
time, and many a girl leaves her windows 
open at home who did not think it necessary 
before the coming of the new system. 

** You'd be surprised how qu y the wom- 
en learn the need of a clean home after they 
work in one of the new shops/ declared 
Benjamin F. Falter, who is in charge of the 
manufacturing for a big company They 
become accustomed to clean floor d to 
rooms full of light in a short time, and they 
go home every day trying to improve condi- 
tions in their little four or five room flats. 

It is interesting to me to notice how 
American girls take to the shop now. Thew 
come to us as soon as they finish their school 
life. Formerly they avoided the shop like a 
pest. They worked in stores, where they 
never could hope to make more than $8 a 
week, but would not come to us for any 
price. Now the prospect of beihe able to 
make $15 a week and more with surround- 
ings as pleasant as in the department store 
removes all hesitation to enter our employ. 

J noticed this reaction just recently, so I 
began to build our branch shops in the more 
progressive sections of the town ag well as, 
in the foreign settlements.. I have a shop on 
the south side where every girl we employ 
happens to be of American birth. I have 
plans for a building to be erected in another 
prominent part of the city. 

Inducements in New Shops. 

“As a matter of fact the girls find it more 
convenient to work in our shops than in the 
stores or offices downtown. As the place 
of work is located in their neighborhood they 
can go home for a good dinner. They don't 
have to dress up in their dest clothes to go 
to work, and they don't have to spend car 
fare. 

We employ no more contractors. We do 
all our work at our own shops. Why did 
we change to the present system? We had 
to. The state has exerted a force that could 
be met only in a new system of shops. The

tendent of motive power's views on the sub- 
ject. He is a Chicago man and made the 
statement at the master mechanics’ conven- 
tion at Atlantic City last June. Saidhe: “I 
can select 100 locomotive_firemen off my 
road and I can guarantee that if I had every 
other fireman equally as good as those se- 
lected I could save $500,000 a year in fuel. 
Now, then, if that be true, it is a matter of 
education. It is first a matter of the man’s 
fitness for the job he is filling. Second, itis 
the educa@on of the man to get him up to 
that standard where he knows just when to 
put the scoop of coal into the firebox, and he 

ows just where to put it; then he knows 
all the conditions necessary to get the maxi- 
mum result out of a pound of coal. The prob- 
lem I have in mind is to get the men to do 
their best in line with the information they 
have.“ 

This shows what a master mechanic can 
save. But eo nee nature is the same 
in the fireman’s breast as it is in the presi- 
dent’s, he has to fight for each pound and 
keep up his vigilant watch all the time. No 
man is perfect, and even a master mechanic 
will ease off occasionally. 

When this vast saving in coal as stated by 
the authority above quoted is found out the 
heads of the departments will bend their en- 
ergies all the more toward ¢onservation in 
the black diamond. All of which will fall 
heavily on the shoulders of the knight 
of the roundhouse.” :

While all this is a maiter of executive abil- 
ity on the master mechanic's part, thorough 
knowledge in regard to the mechanism of 
each locomotive im his charge is necessary. 
Added to this, he must keep posted about the 
latest designs and patierns turned out at the 
big locomotive manufacturers, so should by 
chance one of these designs come into his 
roundhouse for minor repairs hé would know 
just what to do. Alongside of the highest 
development in engine craft there may be a 
switch engine of out of date design. It, too, - 
will get out of order. So, referring back to 
the past, the mechanic must have resources 
within himself to get into working order this 
antiquated locomotive. Ee a 

To obtain the knowledge, keep posted, he 
usually belongs to an association whose pur- 
pose it is to circulate facts peculiar to the 
craft. This organisation, added to help he 
obtains from the trade papers, fits him for 
every comingency that might arise. 

He is a man of resource, a man of executive 
ability, one that must have his mind on the 
business whether he be at his office in the 

The engineer or 
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te show the magnitude of coal oon. engi 
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little contractors could not build the king of 
shops that would meet ali requirements. 
They could not do it without at least sacri- 
ficing their profits. We had to build the 
shops ourselves. 

“The people have begun to demand a bet- 
ter class of work, too. You never saw men 
dreseed so fashionably as they are dressed 
now. Several years ago you could sell a 
suit no matter how poorly it was put to- 
gether. Now you have got to make it right. It 
hae to be cut in the latest style and made 
up to fit. 

“ To meet the new demands we had to take 
hold “of the making as well as the cutting. 
We found that the contractor had not been 
careful in putting the suit together. His 
object was to turn out the greatest amount 
possible. He did not care much for the 
quality of his work. He forced his men to 
operate at the top of their speed, but he 
never paid attention to the conditions«under 
which they worked. 


Better Conditions Improve Work. 


„We had become convinced that better 
conditions for the tailors would enable us to 
get better work. Under our direct super- 
vision the work would be done as we wanted 
itdone. We sufferéd too much under the old 
system. | 

“The employés of the sweatshop were 
mostly a disgéntented lot, which was deiri- 
mental to our work. Many times contractors 
would make things so miserable for their 
men, who in retaliation would vent (heir 
spleen upon our work. 

In tell you a case that happened on North 


avenue. The contractor got a big check from 


ug one Saturday, but to his employés he said 
that he did not get paid that day, and that 
they would have to wait until the next Sat- 
urday. We didn’t know anything about this 
deception. The next Saturday he again drew 
a big check; but instead of going back to 
his shop with the money he bought a ralirvad 
ticket and left the city. When we called for 
our work, we found it all gone. The poor 
tailors Indemnified themselves for their losses 
by removing from the premises everything 
they could carry off cénveniently. The ma- 
chines of the shop did not belong to the conr- 
tractor. He had bought them on payment.“ 

The most objectionale feature of the 
sweatshop is the practice of sending out work 
to the homes. This originated a long time 
ago in the east when the manufacturers had 
to look to women. on the farms for their 
work. The driver of the manufacturer would 
start out with a load full of cut garments 
from New York and drive out into the coun- 
try, leaving a bundle at each farm where 
the women wanted to make a little extra 
money, 


Depth of Degradation Reached. 

It has reached the depth-of degradation 
when women in the slume were forced to do 
“finishing at absurdly low prices that made 
them labor like beasts. The war waged by 
philanthropists and other public men against 
the system is bearing fruit in the present 
transitions. 

The plan evolved by Sol. H. Schoninger 
president of the Chicago Garment Manufac- 
turers’ association, is to build in connection 
with the model shops groups of clubs, libra- 
ries, and gymnasiums. A site for the colony 
has already been selected, and the location 
will be announced at a meeting of the agso- 
ciation. The tract of land selected for the 
manufacturing city covers an area of 40 
acres. 

The land will be owned by a group of men 
independently of the association. Manufac- 
turers desiring to locate on it will be per- 
mitted to build their own buildings or will be 
given buildings built by the owners of the 
land. 

A number of the manufacturers have al- 
ready signified their intentions of locating in 
the colony, and architectural plans for sey- 
eral buildings are under way. These will de 
of the most approved type—of reinforced con- 
crete—measuring 75 by 150 feet. There will be 
ample space between buildings and a macad- 
amized boulevard on either side of the group. 
Trees will surround the boulevard and grass 
plots will be provided in many places.

No Inside Blinds in France. 

I once knew an old French lady in America 
who, although she had lived in the country 
for thirty years, always bumped her head 
against the raised window sash when she 
tried to look out of doors. And in France we 
Americans can never get used to the pulling 
of a half dozen pairs of cords before we at- 
tempt to open the window, and even if we do 
not bump our heads we tear the turtains on 
the corners of the windows, and get into a 
temper at the unpractical French.“ All 
the same we have the inside blinds in some 
houses at present, which are anything but 
artistic and which are more or less of a 
nuisance. They are unnecessary, too, con- 
sidering that we have those lovely opaque 
blinds which may be drawn down whenever 
we like. Think of it! The poor F’ ench- 
woman has never known the joy of inside 
blinds to her windows, as there is no way 
of managing them with a window that must 
split in half every time it opens. 


Have Three Pairs of Curtains. 


Any properly dressed window should have 
not less than three pairs of curtains and 
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rooms which it takes a close observer to dis- 
tinguish from the expensive silks which are 
so much in vogue in France for the paneled 
walls. 

The fashion of dividing off the walls into 
panels like so many pictures is, by the way. 
an almost wholly French custom. The 
French salon is divided into so many panels,

panel “has its appropriate picture, and usu- 
ally, before ft, sits a certain chair or other 
plett of furniture.

Italian Cellings Best. 

Our own way of treating walls seems more 
homelike, and the gilding in mold boards, to- 
gether with the rich, wide borders, is alto- 
getter in better style for the average home, 
where formal receptions are things of rare 
occurrence. 

In the matter of ceilings, it is the Italians 
who, of all the civilized people of the earth, 
havé the handsomest and most elaborately 
decorated ones.

But there is such a rage for 
net at present, the nets, both in white and 
creams, are being worked out into delightful 
patterns for the second pair to the window. 
This is done in Paris in various ways, either 
in wash ribbons, tone on tone, or in colored 
ribbons the patterns are appliqued on to the 
tulle in bow knots, Into flower designs, and 
in art patterns too numerous to mention.

The third pair of curtains is, of course, 
the drapery. which must be in keeping with 
the rugs, or carpets and with the furniture 
of a room. It is practically only this third 
pair which cost anything. And the wise 
housekeeper will not try to economize too 
much on this bit of drapery, for it furnizhes 
the room more than anything else, and makes 
amends for the lack of pictuges and other 
ornaments. Above all, a drap@ry should be 
selected which is not stiff. The handsomest 
of all is, of course, the silk damasks in raised 
patterns of the same tone, and these lined 
with a soft, plain silk, light both in color and 
weight. These placed over the white ones 
of lace or net, with the net or tulle perhaps 
in an open work, embroidered pattern, make 
of a window a pleasing and restfu) picture, 
delightful to behold.

a picture in a cheap frame. All of the big 
department stores in Paris, and most surely 
they have them in America, bring out @ 
quantity of reproductions of tapestries which 
are beautiful in coloring, and which make 
rich ornaments for walls. 


Decorations in Sleeping Rooms. 

They are inexpensive, they come often in 
sets of two to four, which may: be hed for 
from $1 apiece to $5, for which large hand- 
some ones can be had. They give much ione 
to a room, either to the salon, or the loung- 
ing room, or they are perhaps best of all 
in the halls and vestibules. 

For decorations in the sleeping rooms, we 
come to the subject of canopies for beds. 
which come under the head of draperies. The 
old style affair which covered the bed in such 
a way as to hinder the free of the 
air is, of course, not to be thought of. Then 
there is such a thing as placing a curtain 
around the back and head of the bed agafnst 
the wall, which gives much more the look of 
luxury and finish than a bare wall, and which 
in no way interferes with the hygienic ar- 
rangement of the room. These draperies 
should be the sante in tone as those at the 
windows. . 

On the question of colored lights for cer- 
tain rooms, we come to the subject of stained 
lass. This is rather expensive, and no one 
would wish to put it in, except in thelr own 
homes. There are to be had, however, 
pieces which may be fixed on independent of 
the window, and which may be removed at 
will, 

Painted Paper in Use. 

But there are many shops in Paris and 
also in America where one may buy for a 
reletively small sum what is known as papier 
peint, painted paper, which ig a sort of gela- 
tin substance resembling ofled silk in tex- 
ture, and which is printed in all of the stand- 
ard patterns which come in the most’ cele- 
brated stained glass of the world. This is 
easily pasted on to the window panes, as it 
comes ready prepared for that purpose. Prop- 
erly put on, it is impossible a few feet away 
to tell that it is not stained glass, and it 
lasts for years. 

It is folly to think that the crude rays 
of the sun and the white light from the sy 
are more healthfül than the more subdued 
corners of the world. And to a nervous per- 
son this excess of nature unadorned is 
often harmful, and it is never restful. 


Where Economy Is Out of Place. 


When it comes to the subject of carpets 
and rugs for a home it is one of the places 
where economy is not one of the noble vir- 
tues. Especially is it so when it is rugs 
that are to be considered, and not so much 
carpet by the yard to be tacked down. These 
are more and more going out of vogue. Our 
houses are so well heated that the old time 
need of a carpet with straw under it even, to 
keep out the winter blasts is no longer a 
necessity. On the contrary, we are too warm 
in our houses and as rugs are 80 much eas- 
ler taken up and cleaned, and as they are 
so convenient to remove from one room to 
another or even from town house to the coun- 
try, the whole situation cries out for rugs. 
And somehow a rug is a possession like a 
painting, a thing to be kept and cherished. 
It becomes a part of ourselves, of our per- 
sonality. So where it is at all possible, it 
is money well spent to invest in some g¥od 
rugs. : 

No Brussels or Ingrain in Paris. 

On the subject of carpets, there is this to be 
said. One never sees in Paris either a Brus- 
sels carpet or an ingrain. They are all the 
all wool closely woven carpets, the vel- 
vets, or the moquettes. They are abso- 
lutely color perfect and do not fade even in 
the fiercest sunlight. And they wear almost 
too long, as one gets tired of looking for 
years at the same thing. ) 

Rugs, properly speaking, may be divided 
Oriental rugs, 
the Turkish, the rugs of India, and the 
Smyrnas, which together with the Gobelins 
and the ancient Aubussons of France, form 
a class of great value; the modern repro- 
ductlons and the moquettes and velvets, and 
the art rugs, which are made up in every 
country now in the most pleasing varieties. 

The orienta! rugs, which are all hand made, 
come in a class all by themselves. There are 
many which are within the reach of modest 
pocketbooks, depending on the size and color- 
ing together with many other things known 
only to experts. The safest way if one is 
ready to invest in oriental rugs is to go to 
some solid department store, or carpet house, 
and put yourself in the hands of some sales- 
man who knows what he is about. And then 
each time that yo@#can afford to treat your- 
self to an additiondi rug, you hunt up your 
same salesman. In this way you will geta 
consistent collection, 


Gobelins and Aubussons,. 

If you can afford to buy an origina! Gobelin 
or even an Aubusson for your parlor you 
have a carpet not only for your own Hfetime 
to enjoy but one to will to your children. 
Gobelins are bought mostly to hang on walls, 
as one does not Uke to walk rough shod over 
so much money. The Aubussons are less 
expensive, but they are still expensive enough 
to stop and consider where there is any limit 
to be put upon the household expenditures. 
But there are sO many charming reproduc- 
tions in bothf the French make and those 
made up in America that handsome and ap- 
propriate floor coverings are @ very simple 
and a not too expensive matter. Some of the 
newest rugs have much natrower borders 
than formerly, as it was found that a wide 
border had a tendency to diminish the ap- 


parent size of a room. 


As to the colorings to be selected, all de- 
pends on the room and its furnishings. On 
general principle, as in the case of the fur- 
niture, one prefers the French rug, a mo- 
quette, or a reproduction of an Aubusson for 
the parlors. In the library Smyrna patterns 
are always in order. But if you happen to 
have a Dutch dining room the Dutch pat- 
terns in the dull blues are most appropriate. 


Art Rugs for Bedrooms, 
When it comes to the sleeping rooms. the 
English art rugs are very pretty, as well as 
practical. They come in all shades to match 


the curtains of the applied designs spoken 


of, and as they are of pure wool, they can 
be readily cleaned’, er even washeck Take 
the ones with the green centers, or gray 
with the bright borders around. They are 
so fresh and clean looking for a sleeping 
room, or for a country house. 

They are made up in any size, without 
seams. and are lovely to throw down over 
the linoleums which are done in patterns of 
colored mosaics. 

In all that concerns Hnoleums, carpets, 
wall papers and draperies the greatest care, 
thought and taste are required as to the in- 
termingline of patterns As a rule you put 
Unoleums and rugs of prominent patterns 
into rooms with plain walls and plain draper- 
ies, and vice versa. 

In fact, figured papers are mostly relegated 
to the sleepine rooms these days. Lincrusta 
Waltons find favor for the smoking rooms 
and the haHs. just as wainscoting is sought 
for the dining room. |

While in the Louis XIV. it Is 
the horn of plenty which is wrought out in 
the tissues. 


Characteristics of Renaissance. 


The Renaissance has the beautiful dark 
wood carvings. And the Empire with which 
we are mostly familiar, as our colonial style 
resembles it, has the straight legs, the rect- 
angular shape. and the beautifully wrought 
trimmings of brass and gold. The tissues con- 
tain the conventionalized laurel wreath in 
some form or another. The Empire style is 
most beautiful and appropriate for a library. 
It has a solid, serious nee which much 
of the French furniture lacks, and thought 
seems to brood in the dark, polished wood.

UST why “handing any one a lemon 
should be the cause of so much deri- 
sive laughter is hard to understand. For 
as a matter of fact the lemon is one 

a of the gamiest of fruta The * * first 
apple was probably a lemon. In any case 
the history of the lemon is much more varied 
and interesting than that of the apple, and 
it possesses p alimentary, culinary, 
and medicinal to which the fruit to which 
man attributes his downfall can make no 
claim, 

The lemon was imported into Greece and 


fad in every W e The fame of Apicius 
spread, and, most of all, that of his cook, who 
lay awake nights thinking out new kinds 
of lemon sauces and puddings with which to 
surprise his master on the morrow. 

It was the custom in France in the six- 
teenth century for school children in the 
month of June to present their professors 
with a basket of lemons. And the ladies 
of the ‘court of Louis XIV. carried lemons 
surreptitiously in their pockets, nibbling 
them at intervals in order to redden the lips. 
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Rome in the early ages, from Asia, and foi 
centuries properties of magic and enchant- 
ment were attributed to it so that it was not 
used for either food or drink. In India it 
was the custom for the widows who went 
to the funeral pyre to be burned in order that 
their dead husbands might have everlasting 
glory, to carry a lemon in each hand: This 
was supposed to mitigate the tortures otf 
the flames. And it was a mark of great tever- 
ence on the part of a widower to carry a 
lemon in the palm of each hand while attend- 
ing the funeral of a beloved wife. 


Avicius the First Lemon Hander. 

The Greeks gave to the lemon the name ot 
pomme de Médie—apple of Media—a name 
by which it is still designated in Rome. And 
by this name Virgil speaks of it in his works, 
referring to its leaves made up into wreaths 
with which the immortal gods were crowned. 

The man ited with bringing the lemons 
into use for culinary purposes was Apicius 
the famous epicure. And the legend attached 

rather amusin It seems 
an of Syracuse who had a 
cius sent to him a cheese 
made of goat's milk which contained the 
properties to make the one who ate it turn 
into an owl. The servant of Apicius stole 
the cheese and ate it all. But on hearing of 
the properties attributed to it he was seized 
with terror and rushed off to consult a sooth- 
sayer, who told him that the only way tosave 
himself from being turned into the feathered 
kind was to first confess all to his master, 
after which he was to rub himself from head 
to heel with the juice of lemons. 

Apicius, who. appears to have been some- 
thing of a joker, like all good livers, told the 
servant that to rub himself only with the 
juice would not be sufficient, for in that case 
the feathers were likely to burst forth inside 
him and choke him to death. So he ordered 
the terrified servant to prepare a rich sauce 
of the lemons and condemned him to eat 
zit all before his eyes. The trembling cook 
went forth to his kitchen and began in haste 
the preparation of a cure which in fact pos- 
sessed as many terrors to his ignorant mind 
as the awful curse with which he was threat- 
ened, to be turned into the ugliest bird in 
existence. 


Made a Discovery. 

He began by boiling the juice to which he 
added a bit of sugar, hoping in this way 
to minimize the curse of the magic fruit. He 
instinctively adiied a little vanilla bean, and, 
in fact, he put in a pinch of this and that, 
no longer knowing or caring much what 
happened, and feeling that his doom was 
sealed one way or another. He set it out to 
cool a bit, and then began the process of eat- 
ing it before his master. 

He took the first mouthful with his eyes 


rolling, but soon the toothsome sauce gave 


such pleasure to his palate that he forgot his 
terror and began to eat with relish. The 
savory odor began to penetrate the olfactory 
nerves of Apicious, who for the first time in 
his life saw another enjoying the pleasures 


of gastronomy without himself taking the. 


most active part. The temptation was too 
much. He at last plunged in and began to eat 
also, saying to his servant, ‘* We will enjoy 
today, even though we die tomorrow.“ But 
‘nothing happened, as can be imagined. 


Lemon’s Fame Spreads. 
And from that day the lemon became a 
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8 Gates from the most distant an- 
tiquity. And in the archives of Rome is re- 
corded a case where a criminal in passing to 
the cage where he was thrown to the ser- 
pente was handed a lemon by a sym- 
pathetic bystander. He hastily swallowed 
the lemon, after which the bite of the ser- 
pent prove harmiess. We now come to more 
agreeable properties of the much abused and 
much used lemon. The pungent and aro- 
matic nature of the rind, together with 
the refreshing quality of the juice, renders 
it one of the most popular condiments known 
in the culinary art. Its use is not confined 
to any one course, but it forms one of the 
basic principles of all kinds of sauces, not 
only for fish and fow! but also for puddings 
and entremets of every description. Many 
people prefer it in salade in lieu of vinegar. 
And in the confection of ice creams, sorbets. 
and punches it is indispensable. It is used 
by French cuisiniers in general to bring out 
the flavor of prepared fruits, especially of 
the marmalade variety. 


It Has Many Uses. 


Of course, to every American, lemonade 
is synonymous with the national anthem: 
And it would be hard to determine whether 
the immense popularity of red lemonade,” 
“circus lemonade” and lemonade With a 
“stick in it is due to a youthful love of 
picnics. or whether it is not the lemonade 
which creates every summer @ desire for 
picnics. 

In fact, the uses of the lemon, or citron, as 
the lemon is called in France, are s0 many 
as to almost defy description. The juice is 
considered an excellent antidote for mush- 
room poisoning, and the crushed seeds are 
used for children troubled with worms. An 
infusion of lemon juice with the morning cup 
of coffee is an excellentiremedy for bifous- 
ness, dizzy headache, and liver trouble. 

Much relief is given yellow fever patients 
by having the whole body sponged with the 
juice of lemons. Hot lemon juice will re- 
move rust stains from linen. And nothing 
takes the stain of housework off the hands 
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The medical qualities of tbe lemon are 
too well known and vouched for by the best 
medical authority to be disputed. A famous 
doctor of Italy. Dr. Charles Maglieri, made 
a series of experiments with lemons for the 
cure of fevers, and he came to the conclu- 
sion that lemons were often efficacious 
where quinine had failed. Lemons are much 
used in the present day in bronchial and 
pulmonary diseases, and in catarrh of the 
alimentary canal especially where hemor- 
rhages are threatened: From a hygienic 
standpoint the lemon has no equal. 


Its Medicinal Properties. 

Lemon juice is so well known as a preven- 
tive of scurvy that it is part of the every 
day diet of the sailors in the British navy. 

The sugar of citron is much employed in 
the French hospitals in cases of gangrene, 
and as an antiseptic for ulcers and sores. 
The citron cure for certain kinds of rheuma- 
tism, where there is an accumulation and 
pains in the joints, is one of common use. 
And it is prescribed for many poorpatients 
who cannot afford to go away and take a cure 
at any of the well known baths. 

The usual way is to begin with the juice of 
from one to three lemons a day, and the 
quantity of juice consumed is increased up to 
as high as eighteen lemons a day. Many 
absolute recoveries have been effected in this 
way of people who have been bedridden for 
months. The juice of lemons is especially 
recommended by physicians for people of 
sedentary habits. 

Lemon juice mixed with an equal quan- 
tity of glycerin forme a perfect tooth wash 
and has been known to dissolve the white 
spots which sometimes mar an otherwise 
beautiful set of teeth. 


As Antidote for Poisons. 
The use of lemon as an antidote for

Lemon juice mixed with beef marrow and 
rubbed well into the scalp will stop the haf 
from falling. The juice of a lemon applied 
to the face, which has been first wet with 
warm water, whitens and brightens the com- 
plexion. Even rotten lemons are useful, for 
the ether which they give off will put to flight 
an army of ants. 

In Europe the best variety of lemons is said 
to come from Malta. from Portugal, from the 
Island of Sicily, and from the south of Italy 
around Naples. The trees although con- 
stantly in bloom, having at the same time 
the ripening fruit hanging, produce practic- 
ally three crops in a year. The superior 
lemons are gathered from the October crop, 
which is in flower in April. The second crop 
which flowers in May and June is only gath- 
ered ten months afterward, and is not con- 
sidered as good. The flowers of July and 
August do not mature until twelve months 
have elapsed and are the inferior fruit. 

The best way to judge a good lemon is by 
its weight and by its color and appearance. 
It should be pale yellow and smooth and 
olly looking. Lemons may be kept fresh dur- 
ing several months by immersihg them in 
cold water to which has been added 15 per 
cent pure alcohol, filtered, and by stopping 
the bottle with an inch thick of glycerin.

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F. acts About the Linen 
Closet for Housekeepers. 


There are few housekeepers nowadays who 


take time to enjoy their linen closet as did 


their grandmothers, who began their suppiy 
of household linen almost with the cradle. 

No. woman, however, is insensible to the 
charm of fine linen, and if she no longer 
weaves. it herself she can buy bed and 
table linen that would make her grand- 
mother green with envy... 

To own a good supply of linen is the aspira- 
tion of every housekeeper... Nor. need this be 
impossible eyen to one of moderate means if 
she knows good linen when she sees wt and 
keeps an eye to bargain days, 

Twice each year there are wonderful reduc- 
tions in household linens and the careful 
buyer at such seasons can add pieces to her 
supply that would be far beyond her means 
the rest of the year. 

It is wise to start a bank to have funds for 
pat these marked-down times. You may 
not need ‘much at the moment, but whén you 
do need to increase your linen supply it 
cannot be done so well nor so cheap. 

It pays to get one at least of. each article of 
household linen at such times, as a pafr of 
sheets, a pair of pillow covers or a bolster 
case, several towels, half a dozen if possible, 
a tablecloth and a dozen napkins. In this 
way your linen closet will never go pets. all 
at once as it has a habit of doing. 

* es 

Saving through the year for such buying 
makes it more possible than if it has to 
come from the monthly allowance. 

Learn to know qualities. If you are. not 
eure of your knowledge take an experienced 
friend with you or throw yourself: on the 
mercy of a reliable clerk who will usually be 
found willing to help in your selections. 

If you are not bent on getting the latest 


thing in design and are willing to take a last. 


season's pattern you can get good qualities 
much cheaper. Remnants can often be 
picked up that answer nicely for short table- 
cloths or can be turned into tray covers, card 
table covers, or if the design is an all-over 
one, can be converted perenne into napkins 
for everyday use. 

Often, too, friends bring you presents dur- 
ing the year or on special holidays. Let them 
know that nothing pleases you so much as a 
piece of beautiful linen, however small, and 
you will find your closét filling rapidly and 
desirably. 

One woman with a number of wealthy 
friends, who formerly showered her with ut- 
terly unsuitable and useless gifts, by frankly 
stating her preferences, in a short time ac- 
quired a bountiful supply of odd pieces of 
linen such as she never could have afforded 
to buy.

It is not enough to own nice linen: one must 
know how to keep it nice. The best meth- 
ol laundering should be studied and 
some of one’s best pieces should not be 
trusted to any one but a specialist. Better 
yet, learn to do it yourself. This refers 
chiefly to fine center pieces, table doilies, and 
sheer bureau covers. 7 

Storing of linen is also important. If pos- 
sible, have a specially built place for it, not 
the makeshift crowded spots which must do 
duty as linen chest in most city houses. 

The old-time housekeeper had the idea that 
i p would do but drawers for keeping the 
line upply. Therefore old chests, bureaus, 
sideb@ards and box settles were utilized, with 
no thought of their inconvenience and heavi- 
ness in using. 

If available a cl¥set should be used in pref- 
erence to any receptacle with drawers to pull 
out. If one is dust-fearful the door can be 
supplied with dust strips to make it as air 
tight as any drawer. 

This closet should be filled with shelves 
from top to bottom, made of ordinary white 
pine. Cedar is nice for them if you can afford 
the cost. The shelves should be at least 
eighteen inches apart; better yet, have them 
of varying spaces, as sheets and tablecloths 
need wider distances than smaller pieces. 
Eighteen inches is also a good-width for each 
shelf. 

* * 

The narrower spaces for small pieces that 
need harder sorting sHould be toward the 
middie of the closet, in easy reach. The 
broader shelves at top and bottom. The top 
shelf is a good glace to store extra blankets 
when not put away for the summer. 

As an extra precaution against dust. cur- 
tains of deep blue muslin can be cut just the 
depth of each shelf. These may be tacked to 
the bottom of the shelf above and fastened 
with rings on tiny screw hooks on the top 
of the shelf below. : 

An extra piece of blue muslin can be kept 
in each shelf to throw over tbe linen, or 
doilies can be piled with pieces of blue paper

instance, should be folded so that they are 
long rather than square. Pillow cases are 
folded either once or twice lengthwise, then 
through the middle. If you have plenty of 
room for packing the fewer folds the better 
the cases look. 

Napkine are folded to be square when 


ready for use, and towels are folded length- | 


wise then across the middle. Center pieces 
are much better rolled than folded; and if 
possible have several rolls on a shelf of your 
linen closet for this purpose. Doilies 
not folded and the better ones should be kept 
in sets in shallow boxes marked plainly with

All the articles of one sort should de 


piled together, but unless it is necessary do 
not make the piles too high. Insist upon tne 
stacking being done evenly or the piles may 
topple: unexpectedly and fine laund undering go 
for naught:

M will save much con if one has beds 
of different sizes,:if all the bed linen for each 
size is kept in its special place Nothing is 
so maddening as to be ready to make up a bed 
and find you have one single and one double 
sheet or a pillow case too big or too little. 
Often to save trouble a careless maid will use 
these incongruous pieces to the disgust of 
one who must sleep in the bed.

| Salt Rising Bread. | 


At noon of day before baking take two 
medium sized raw potatoes, slice thin, add 
two tablespoonfuls of cornmeal, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful sugar, cover 
with one quart boiling water, and set in warm 
place. The next morning take one and one- 
half cupfuls of sweet milk, one-half cup- 
ful of boiling water, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, and one cupful of the strained liquor 
of the above starter made the day before, 
which should be foaming. Make a thick 
sponge batter, beating it thoroughly with a 
spoon. Then set in warm water to rise. 
When light, make into two:loaves... Let rise 
again and bake. 

Salt rising bread is the most wholesome of 
all breads and has been made quite famous 
by the governor of Kansas. The above is 
a never fall recipe and is easily made. 
I have made good bread when the starter was 
not foaming, but it was a little slower in ris- 
ing. Use covered dishes for both starter and 
sponge batter. Mrs. Epwarp S. Hapyr, /

Sift well together one quart of flour, one 
level teaspoonful of salt, and two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Rub into this two 
tablespoonfuls of butter or lard and milk or 
water to make a soft dough. Roll on a well 
floured board until about one inch thick. Cut 
into small biscuits and rub tops with melted 
butter. Put in hot greased frying pan, so 
that edges do not touch. Cover closely. 
Turn with a fork and finieh frying with cover 
removed. They never feil.

He Scorns Gardening.

in its infancy. To be a market gardener is 
pimost equivalent to being considered a sort 

e mendicant, and not at all worthy of the 
: tion of a full fledged, ambiiious man. 
Ab probable also that this state of things 
“gill exist until ere a nation of ten times 
eur present population, when the raising of 
fruli and vegetables may become a fine art 
aimost as it is today in France. 

So thet if the cooking in America is not 
gs perfect as it is in France, one of the first 
reasons is the inferiority of the stock of cook- 
able things to choose from. And after this, 
as said in the beginning. too many things are 
undertaken im the small household, the wash- 
ing and ironing, breadmaking, the prepara- 
tion and putting up of fruits, and a thousand 
and one things which the French housekeep- 
@ never thinks of having done in ber home, 
po matter how many servants she has. And 
this leaves too little time for the careful 
preparation of the family meals. 


American Women Handy. 


One of the sayings oftenést heard in France 
Chacun A son métier,”’ each one to his 
trade. And they live up to it, as it is a sort 
of principle with them that to undertake 
What belongs to the trade or profession of 
another not only takes out of his hands his 
frightful means of livelihood, but that the 
thing is sure to be badly done. There is 
nothing which the Frenchwoman considers 
%o extraordinary in the American woman 
who comes to Paris to live as to see her not 
only able to cut and make her own dresses, 
but to behold her actually grasp a hammer 
and nails and go to work in her own apart- 
ment and put up shelves, build closets, and 
put down carpets. She will even pose her 
own Wall paper and put on a coat of paint 
where it needs it, or where she wishes to 


change a color for the sake of harmony. 


It is impossible in France to even find a 
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man, a professional workman, who will do 
all of these things. One will put on the wall 
paper; another will do the painting; another 
puts up the window hangings; another lays 
the carpets, and so on. This is awfully ex- 
asperating to a small housekeeper who 
wishes to economize. But it is the law of 
France, the strongest law in the world, the 
law of universal custom. 


French Bread Not Homemade. 


The same thing is true in regard to all that 
concerns the cuisine, the things which we eat 
and drink. The famous French bread of 
which we hear so much is never made in the 
home. But the boulangers, the bread makers 
for all of Paris, both rich and poor, are a 
necessary part of everyday life, and there 
is a boulangerie, a baker’s shop, at every 
corner. 

It isn’t the dry, doctored stuff which we 
get in some of the bakeries in America, either, 
but better bread than any woman could hope 
to make in her own home. The baekets and 
armfuls of these long loaves of bread being 
carried through the streets in the early morn- 
ing are one of the sights of Paris. For the 
French housewife does not need to send for 
her supply. It is delivered at her door ia 
much and as often as she wishes. Andthers 
are hot crescents in the afternoon at all of 
the boulangeries, where it is customary for 
many to go and eat one or two as a sort of 
snack between lunch and dinner. 

Then come the patisseries, the pastry shops. 


lea Flour zn the Varden 
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These are absolutely impossible of descrip- 
tion. They are filled with all sorts of de- 
licious little cakes, tarts, creams, and tooth- 
some sweets which have never found their 
way to America, and about which only the 
Americans who travel know. But the ones 
who get the patisserie habit in Paris become 
perfect gourmands, and can scarcely pass 
one of the patisserie places by without going 
in and eating from one to a dozen gateaux. 
It is to these places that the Frenchwoman 
goes for her gouter, as it is called, at 4 
o'clock instead of to a tearoom, as is the 
custom in England, and much affected in 
America. The tea drinking habit, by the 
way, has invaded Paris to such an extent 
in the last ten years that most of the patiss- 
eries serve tea also at present. But the 
conservative French usually prefer their 
little glass of musca or some light wine with 
thelr cakes. 


Waste of Time. 


These cakes are so delicious and of such 
an infinite variety that to attempt to make 
any kind of cake or pastry in the home is 
worse than useless, a sheer waste of time 
and patience. And if at any time any spe- 
cial kind or quantity of pastry or cake is de- 
sired it fs quite easy to leave the order with 
the caterers, sure that it will be beautifully 
executed. 

The same may be said in regard to meats 
and poultry, especialy the latter. There 
are always places to be found in Pans where

chickens may be seen roasting temptingly 
on the spit before the open fire. By a sort 
of meehanical movement the chickens are 
kept turning as they brown and drops of oil 
fall constantly on the surface. These fowls 
may be bought hot off the brochet for a price 
which does not exceed much what they would 
cost in the market. And orders may be left 
at any time for a turkey, a duck, or chicken, 
sure that the same will be sent in quite as 
appetizing as if the hostess herself had 
fretted and stewed over it for hours. The 
same with a roast of beef or a leg of mutton, 


Meats Are Cooked for You. 


The most ufpretentious looking restaurants 
will undertake to send in to you meat done 
to a turn and for prices most moderate. 

Now add to this the preserved fruits and 
jellies which are put up in an amateur way 
by all the grocery shops, and which are ex- 
cellent, the confitures, as they are commonly 
called, and there is left not much in the way 
of housekeeping to worry the average 
Frenchwoman. 

We have not mentioned the laundries, the 
blanchisseuse de fin, such as Trilby was at 
first, but which are a concomitant of every- 
day life inthe French capital. Washing and 
ironing in the home is a thing almost wholly 
unknown in France. Washing is a profes- 
sion like another. And those whose frade 
it is come into Paris on a Monday morning, 
from miles in the country, with their heavy 


n 
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two wheeled carts and gather up the soiled 
linen for the whole of Paris. They take lt 
away to the rivers and streains, to the great 
public wash houses in the environs of the 
city, and nothing more is heard of it until 
the following Monday morning, when it is 
brought back clean, and mended if you like, 
and the next consignment is taken away. 


Gives Her More Time. 


Take all these things into the consideration. 
The French housewife has neither the bother 
of her bread making nor her washing, two 
terrible bugbears in the American household 
She buys all her cakes and pastries from the 
patisseries, which are ever so much better 
than she could ever aspire to bake herself, 
She can, if she likes, even get her meats 
and poultry already done to a turn. She 
never dreams of washing and putting up her 
own curtains, posing the draperies at the 
windows, nor turning the carpets and furni- 
ture. Whereas, what American man. for 
instance, when he starts off to business in 
the morning knows Which way the head of 
his hed will be tyrned at night when he 
comes home? He may even find the nuptial 
couch welegated to the back porch for open 
alr treatment. ! 

After all these advantages on the side of 
our French cousins, there is another, the 
last, but not the least. The market gardens 
of France are the finest in the world. The 
whole of the country around Paris is noth- 
ing but a huge garden. One of the interest- 
ing sights to the traveler entering Paris for 
the first time are these flelds of gardens lining 
the railroad track on elther side. ‘ 


Raised Under Glass. 1 


It is curious to see miles of rows of those 
big glass bells, cloches, and under each one 
a tender head of lettuce perhaps, or a bunch 
of strawberry plants, or some other young 
plant which needs to be coaxed along in 
this incubator fashion. 

The French gather all their vegetables for 
use at a much earlier, tender state than we 
have a habit of doing. Radishes are picked 
when they are no bigger than marbles. Peas, 
the famous petit pols, are picked when they 
are not more than half grown. This plan 
insures tenderness. . The raising of mush- 
rooms is such a common thing that these 
succulent fungi, a dish of which is only 
known to the rich man’s table in our land. 
are within the reach of the most humble in 
the land where the people are all connois- 
seurs in everything that concerns good liv- 
ing. 


Cheese Is Cheap.’ 


I have not mentioned their cheese—the 
brie, the camembert, the roquefort, petit 
suisse, and a dozen other kinds less well 
known outside France, and any one of which 
is within reach of the workingman for a few 
cents. And with this the plain, wholesome, 
ordinary wines. which are indubitably more 
wholesome than water, often of doubtful 
source and quality in cities. For the French 
people do not drink the champagne and the 
highly alcoholic wines which they make— 
— is, to any extent. They sell it to Amer- 

ca. 

It is no wonder that to go to the great cen- 
tral market of Paris, Les Hales,” to see the 
mountains of produce and the miles of bas- 
kets of mushrooms, fs one of the sights which 
the travelers enjoy most, and that they get 
up at 8 o’clock in the morning to accomplish 
it. Later in the day the push cart clan is 
out im force. The streets resound with their 
quaint cries, and they sell everything, fish, 
fruits, vegetables. The French housekeeper 
looks out of her window, and if she sees any- 
thing that she fancies she runs down herself 
or sends her bonne, her servant, out to buy 
for the day thd latest thing in the market. 
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Beautiful Plants for Adornment ä 
of the House in Winter Time. 


Tapis-Linoleum Is Put 
to New Uses Abroad. 


FTPER children there is nothing more 
interesting in the home than the cul- 
tivation of plants and flowers. There 
is something analogous in the growth 
and devetopment of the two. They 
grow and expand side by side, requiring 
each constant care and attention born only 
in the hearts of women in whom the maternal 
instinct is abundant. 
This is the time of the year, the autumn, 
tor the selection of the bulbs which are to 


de the blooming plants of the springtime. 
And by starting them a few weeks apart one 
may have blooming. fragrant flowers in the 
windows from the month of November when 
de «first snow flies on into springtime as 
late as the cold weather lasts, 


It is best to select such plants as do not

not take up too much room, especially in a

There are certain vases with holes all 
around the sides, for the plants to grow out 


-thro®®mh, and some of the air plants growing 


in this way form most beautiful hanging 
baskete. : 

But in case one wishes to go into the at- 
tempt in the simplest way possible, it is well 
to select only a single species, the hyacinth 
for instance, and to get all of the varieties 
and colors of thie one plant. They are in 
fact more absorbing taken in this way. For 
then one may even undertake to produce 
new varieties. There are some ten or twelve 
well-defined varieties of hyacinths. The 
commonest ones are of three different colors, 
white, pink, and a bluish purple. But there 
are other colors, yellow, red, different shades 
of blue and the vari-colored ones. 

All of the bulbous plants mentioned are 
most clean to keep in the house, as they 
grow in coarse gravel, in little pebbles, in 
fact, so there is no question of soil. The 
pots are filled to within an inch of the top 
with the pebbles, the bulbs are set in and 
filled around with the gravel and the whole 
is covered with water. These are set awgy 
in a dark place for the first two weeks, 
until the act of germination has taken 
place. 

How to Care for Them. 

During those, two weeks they should be 

looked at one or twice, as it is important 
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at all times to keep the water at the same 
height. They are then brought forih into 
the light and they must be given at all times 
the most of sunlight and air possible under 
the circumstances. The water is to be changed 
once every eight days, by draining it off and 
replacing it with fresh water of the same 
temperature. A moderate temperature is 
the best at all times, and this should be kept 
at as nearly as possible the same degree. 
The temperature of an ordinarx flat which is 
steam heated is usually about night. As the 
verdure comes out it should be sprayed from 
time to time with cool, not cold, water. 

It is most interesting to watch the venous, 
white roots through a transparent jar, to see 
how they creep and wind themselves about 
the pebbles. After a few weeks, when the 
buds begin to swell and then when the fra- 
grant blossoms expand along the fine stem 
the pleasure they will give repays all the 
care. And one becomes attached to them as 
to a living thing of flesh and blood. 


Some Chinese and Japanese Plants. 


The finest varieties of hyacinths are those 
known as Holland hyacinths, and they do in 
fact come from the little green country. 

There are certain other varieties of plants 
which come from Japan and China but which 
often require a long time to grow and de- 
velop. Such is the Japanese cedar of Leb- 
anon, for instance, whith lives for centuries. 
As a curiosity, and especially where there 
are ohildren in the house, it is often interest - 
ing to plant certain grains, wheat, oats, and 
rice even, and to watch them germinate and 
grow. In fact, once the habit of planting 
things to see them grow has been estab- 
lished one goes on and on in an Infinite vari- 
ety of experiments which suggest them- 
selves. And the time required is next to noth- 
ing. The time taken up with tending a few 
plants to which one has become attached 
would usually be spent in idleness, or else 
worse spent. 


Accidents Will Happen. 


At, first there will be accidents and dis- 


asters. One plant will die without a person 
being able to tell exactly the cause. An- 
other will show a tendency to develop into 
a ridiculous or awkward shape, in spite of 
all sorts of turning and coaxing. It will 
soon be discovered that plants have certain 
prenatal tendencies much the same as human 
beings and te, the person of a psychological 
turn of mind this is not the least interesting 
side of house plant experiments. 

There is another form of investigation 
which may be carried out only where one is 
sure of a sufficient amount of power from 
the sun's rays. But it is an experiment which 
may de begun in the house, and carried on 
later in the spring out in the gardens.” This 
is to take a certain mumber of, say, foliage 
plants. Select them when quite young, we 
will say six, of as nearly the same size and 
vigor as possible.

HERE is a perfect furore in Paris for 
the mew linoleum carpets, rugs, and 
floor coverings. These come in such 
perfect colorings and in such artistic de- 
¥ signs as to deceive the most observing. 
They are a boon to the housekeeper of mod- 
est means most of all who finds herself inan 
otherwise comfortable flat or house, except 
for the old floors. They have the advantage 
over parquet floorings as they are so much 
cheaper and at the same time they are made 
to imitate these to such a nicety that the 
casual visitor mever discovers the difference. 
Also they are much more easily kept clean 
and in order than the old style hardwood floor 
which required hours of polishing and rub- 
bing with beeswax and all sorts of prepara- 
tions, and when once in order a spot of water 
or a scratch from a piece of furniture en- 
tirely spoiled it, leaving the work to be begun 
all over again. 
The Hnoleums are undoubtedly the out- 
growth ot the one time much used ollcloths, 
but they resemble thése so little as to be 


entirely another product. They have two 


great points of advantege over these. In 
the first place they afe entirely odorless. 
And after this they have none.of the cold, 
clammy sensation to the touch which makes 
the shivers run down your back when you 
happen to step your bare foot on a piece 
of -oilcloth. In texture and appearance they 
are what they are made to imitate so won- 
derfully, carpets and rugs in the most beau- 
tiful designs and colorings. 
Have Many Good Qaalities. 

In fact the imitation of moquette carpets 
and oriental rugs is only a small part of 
the scope of the linoleums. Fcr as said above 
they are manufaciured in all of the most 
popular designs of parquet floorings; and 
what is most wonderful of all, they have em 
tered into the field of mosaics, and in imita- 
tion of the vari-colored marble floors of the 
old museums, churches, and chüteaux of Eu- 
rope, which are the most remarkable of all. 

These marble and mosaic patterns are used 
principally for hotel lobbies, churches, the 
foyer of theaters, and for public offices. But 
nevertheless they are most appropriate in 
the vestibule of a home, for the billiard 
and smoking rooms and for the bathroom. 
Beside being much less expensive t floors 
of mosaic or marble they are easily laid 
and adapt themselves readily to odd shaped 
corners where they may be cut and laid to 
perfection. N 

Bought by the yard they come in enormous 
widths, as much as three yards, and from 
the semi-rubbery nature of the composition 
the fittings at the seams in a well laid lino- 
leum are absolutely invisible. There are the 
narrow widths also, which saves buying an 
extra strip of the wide for a room lacking 
only a smal) bit. 

Are Hygienic and Clean. 


New shops for the sale of linoleum are 
springing up in Paris like mushrooms in a 
night, and they all have expert men for the 
operation of putting them down. This is 
done by means of a sort of paste, which we 
are told comes up easily when desired. How- 
ever, we are not able to vouch for this latter. 
That they are most hygienic and clean is 


‘not to be doubted, for they only require 
wiping up with cold water, to which may be 


added some soap where necessary. A sortof 
finish or polish comes on purpose to pre- 
serve the Immaculate appearance. But as 
the flowers or whatever patterns in colors 
are employed are not printed on the surface, 
but go entirely through the material, there 
is no danger of them wearing off. 

A large hall or salon which has the floors 


covered with, say, a fine pattern of lincleum 
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mosaics imitating the moseice in the Sistine 
chapel of the Vatican, and over which have 
been thrown some oriental rugs, presents 
& most luxurious appearance, to be com- 
pared only to some of the Venetian palaces, 
And a long hallway done in the black and 
white marble squares, to which have been 
added a few choice pieces of Statuary, is 
more effective than the most elaborate par- 
quet flooring could possibly make it. 
Comfortable to Walk On. 

It has the further advantage of being not 
only most comfortable to walk upon, as it 
clings and is soft under the foot like the rub- 
ber heel of a shoe, but besides it is entirely 
noiseless. For this reason it is a boon ina 
home where there are children, and for the 
same reason it is being much employed for 
the children’s room and for the nursery. 
It is not only noiseless for this purpose but 
it is most hygienic and practical. as well. 
If anything is spilled it is easily wiped up 
and no mark or stain is left, and it is easy 
to keep the room free from dust by frequent 
wiping with a damp cloth. 

Patterns especially for children’s rooms 
come in flower designs, and also in pictured 
history and fairy tales, Mother Goose, Alice 
in Wonderland, Little Bo Peep, and so on.
